To diminish opportunities for jury tamper- 
ing—such as was so startingly revealed in 
the Cooke trial—and to overcome, if possible,, 
the prejudice of many citizens against be- 
ing caught among the “ twelve good men and 
true,’’ the board of Cook county commis- 
sioners is planning one, and perhaps two, 
unique “ hotels.” 

This will be nothing more nor lesa than a 
hostelry constructed especially for juries on 
the top floor of the Criminal court building 
on the north side. Similar arrangéments may 
be made also for civil juries in the new coun- 
ty building. : 

The decision to make the change in the 
Criminal court building, however, has been 
definitely made. At present the top floor 
of the building ts occupied by the offices of the 


Probate court, but when the new county 


building is completed next May, the Probate | 


court will. move into new quarters and the | 
floor will be vacant. Within a few months | 
thereafter the county will have fixed up 
four, and perhaps five, complete suites of 
living apartments covering the entire space. 
Features of New Hotel. 

There will be baths for the jurors. 

Every juror, while complying with the law 
which requires that the jury shall not be 
separated during its session, wil! be given 
a degree of privacy now impossible in the 
improvised quarters In the old Revere house 
at North Clark and Illinois streets. Bach 
bed will occupy {ts own iInclosure, the walls 
of which will run part way up to the celling. 

Especial care will be taken to keep the 
ventilation good, even at the risk of offend- 
ing some members of the “ great unwashed,” 
found now and then on juries. 

Good meals, to cost every penny of the §2 
a day which the county now pays the Re- 
vere house, will be furnished tn a special 
dining room extending between the sleeping 
quarters and the emoking room, where the 
cases and the verdicts are discuss:«d. 


Will Be Unique Experiment. 
Altogether, it will be a unique experiment, | 
never, perhaps, duplicated anywhere else tn | 
the United States.

Despairing of Aid Being Sent He Goes 
and Gets Assistance. 


With the heavy seas exhausting him and 
the downpour of rain beating in his eyes, 
young Otto Runde Jr., 119 Rice street. swam 
over a mile yesterday afternoon from his 
capsized yacht, the Venita R., to the shore 
at the north end of Lincoln park. 

He swam not only for his own life but 
for help, having left behind him a companion, 
George J. Cowan, clinging to the overturned 
craft 

The yacht itself could not be seen on ac- 
count of the heavy rain, but a park policeman, 
pacing the beach in a raincoat, saw Runde’s 
head bobbing over the breakers, waded out, 
and brought him in. 

Then the tugboat, Richard B., was noti- 
fied, and it reached the overturned craft in 
time to save Cowan. The boat was towed 


' back into the yacht harbor in the park. 


Cowan was the more exhausted of the 
two, though the muscles of Runde’s legs and 
shoulders, taxed by the long strain, stood 
out like whipcords and gave him considera- 
ble pain. He ils 18 fears old and Cowan 26. 


Go to Watch Yacht Race. 

The two wens out in the boat about 2 
o'clock to watch the yacht race, but found 
It began to rain and the 
waves rose, washing into their twenty-two 


| foot craft. After a couple of hours of hard 
' work bailing and tacking the two concluded 


to give & up as a bad job and get back tothe 


| harbor. 


This decision was too late for safety, how- 
the yacht having become too water- 
logged to manage in the face of the hard 
wind that was blowing. About 4 o’clock a 
gust of wind caught the twa\boys with their 
sheets fast and the boat went over. 


Driven Slowly Toward Shore, 


They said they thought they were about 
two miles out when this happened. The 
upset boat was driven toward shore slowly 
by the wind. The distance had been cut down 
to about a mile when Runde decided it was 
useless to await assistance from the life 
savers, who could not see them on account 
Clinging to the boat with one 
hand he wrigglied out of all his clothes ex- 
cept the swimming trunks which he wore 
underneath and struck out for shore. 

‘‘Had to swim with my eyes shut most 
of the way,” he said “ The rain beat into 
them and the sea was so high that I coulén’t 
get a peep oftener than once in ten minutes 
it seemed to me. It was discouraging work 
because I couldn't tell whether I was mak- 
|ing any headway or not. lam mighty giad 
‘it turned out as it did We thought we had 
about one chance in a bundred.” 


Life. Savers Rescue Two,

SUICIDE THREAT IN LETTER. 


Man Prominent in Board of Trade 
Many Years Is Missing. 


“ Billy "’ McHenry, for thirty-four years 
acquainted with the ups and downs of the 
board of trade—latterly the “ downs ” in par- 
ticular—is believed to have ended his career 


in the lake. 

When his brokerage firm collapsed a few 
years ago McHenry lost his entire fortune of 
$500,000, and since then he had been unable 
to get back on his feet, though his trading 
mania continued. His old time friends wouid 
lend him $5 or $10 now and then, and with 
it he would speculate on the open board of 


trade. 
Missing Since Last Monday. 


Recently McHenry and his family have 
resided at 487 La Salle avenue. The former 
broker disappeared from his home last Mon- 
day. We suddenly arose from the break- 
fast table, at which he was aitting with his 
wife and others, put on his hat and left with- 
out a word. For a week before he had been 
confined to the house, complaining of pains 
in his head. 

Ten minutes after her husband left the din- 
ing room Mrs. McHenry made a search of 
the house but could not find him. Since then 
Mrs. McHenry and her frien€s have locked 
for him, but until yesterday no word con- 
cerning him was received. 


Suicide Threat in Letter. 

The postman yesterday morning delivered 
to Mrs. McHenry a letter, part of which 
follows: 

“7 can stand it no longer. You will find 
my body in the lake near the sanitarium. 
Your loving busband, 

* WILLIAM E. McHENRY.’ 

Mrs. McHenry thinks her husband, becom- 
ing temporarily insane, wrote ber the letter 
and then drowned himself.

CALLS MUBLLER A SAVIOR 


DEFENDER SAYS HE. DEFEATED 
MUNICIPAL OPERATION. 


Service of State Senator to Chicago 
' Disclosed by W. R. Chamberliain, 
Who Declares He Changed Statute 
and Protected City from ‘“Harrors’”’ 
of Running Ita Own Car Lines— 
Statements Issucd for Harry Gib- 


bons, and Others. 


State Senator Carl Mueller’s service .to 
Chicago was disclosed yesterday by one of 
his supporters in answer to the charges 
made against him by State’s Attorney John 
J. Healy, campaigning tor Frank P. 
Schmitt, the organization candidate 
Mueller’s seat in the upper house of the 
state legislature. 

It was Mueller’s action as a statesman, ac- 
cording to the deferse of him made by At- 
torney William R. Chamberlain, that saved 
Chicago from the “ horrors” 
operation ef street railways. This is a new 
tack for the senator's supporters. Many of 
his admirers have joined in applauding him 
because the Mueller bill made municipal 
ownership possible. a 


Defender Describes Mueller’s Service. 

Here is the account of this legisiative ac- 
tion, as given by Mr. Chamberiain: 

“ State's Attorney Healy intimated a few 
days ago (innuendoes constitute about 99 per 
cent of his capital im his fight on Senator 
Muetier) that the latter had nothing to do 
with the municipal ownership. bill which 
bears hie name other than carry it into the 
senate. 

* Perhaps Mr. Healy is not aware that the 
part of the origira! draft of the bill which 
empowered the city to operate street rail- 
roads required only 50°per cent of the pop- 
ular vote for its adoption; that just before 
Senator Mueller presented it to the legisla- 
ture he changed that part of the bill so as to 
require 60 per cent of the popular vote for 
its adoption, 

‘Tt will be remembered that at the last 
spring election that ‘little ballot’ received 
more than 50 per cent of the popular vote, 
but failed of adoption because it did not re- 
ceive the required 60 per cent. And so Chi- 
cago in general and the Thirty-first Sena- 
tonal district In particular, which rolled up 
such a tremendous majority against mu- 
nicipal operation, is indebted to Senator 
Mueller directly for not having this millstone 
hung about its neck.”

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ONIONS PERIL IN ENGLAND 


STRENGTH OF LABOR ELEMENT IN 
PARLIAMENT GIVES ALARM. 


Empire Wrecking Policy ef Make- 
shift Ministry Brings Startling In- 
dictment from Balfour—Threat to 
Give Boers Their IiIadependence 
Arouses Nation—House of Lords 
Only Bulwark Against Series of 
Disasters. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. ] 

LONDON, July 28.—The cloud of pessimism 
which has hung over Burope for fully three 
weeks has disappeared as mysteriously as it 
came. This has happened paradoxically in 
the face of the realization of the worst fears 
regarding the policy the czar might adopt in 
Russia. Nor has the situation visibly im- 
proved in other respects. 

The new British ministry still threatens 
disastrous parliamentary — against 
economic interests in two directions. It pre- 
poses to pass a trade union bill which will 
place the railroads and o€her large employ- 
ers at the mercy of union labor. It contem- 
plates also granting self-government to the 
two Boer colonies in South Africa on terms 
which are almost certain to result in placing 
political control in the hands of the Boers. 

Kipling’s stern rebuke in verse, followed 
by the gravest indictment ever brought 
against a British government, contained in 
a speech by Balfour yesterday, may have the 
effect of bringing these light hearted states- 
ment to a halt before they complete the 
execution of their empire wrecking policy. 
These protests certainly aroused the public 
and still further weakened public confidence 
im this patchwork ministry. 


England Looks to Its Lords, 

Conservative Englishmen—the word is used 
in a nonpolitical sense—thank God today for 
the house of iords. That bulwark alone 
preserves England today from the evils of 
class legislation and the perils which threat- 
en the empire itself at the hands of those 
who are responsible for the imperial des- 
tinies. 

It is the realization that the upper house 
may be relied upon to defend the vital in- 
terests of the empire against the worst of 
the threatened evils that has relieved the 
deep depression in financial and commercial 
circles. It is felt also that: the more ex- 
treme and unjust the measures may be which 
the present government may force through 
the commons at the dictation of the labor 
members, the more certain will be the de- 
cisive rejection of the bills by the lords. 


Russian Situation Not Cleared. 

There is also a sifght revival of hopeful- 
ness regarding the dissolution of the-duma. 
It was clearly foreshadowed and fully dis- 
counted, and it has not proved the signal 
for an instant outbreak of civil war in the 
country. The western mind, which ex- 
pects effect to follow cause immediately, 
naturally interprets the present quiet as 
evidence that the forces of the revolution 
have been overawed, and it even is hoped 
the situation gradually will adjust itself to 
the czar’s plans. This optimism is quite 
unjustified in the opinion of all who know 
Russia. The present calm, instead of be- 
ing a hopeful feature, is more ominous of 
a revolutionary outbreak than would be 
spontaneous and sporadic violence. 

The Russian revolt won’t begin tomorrow. 
nor the day after. Neither will it be long 
delayed. No one can name the hour of its 
organized appearance, but those on the spot 
best able to judge say it may be expected 
in the course of the autumn. Everything de- 
pends, as has been said a hundred times. 
upon the attitude of the troops and upon this 
subjet the evidence is extraordinarily con- 
flicting.

|GORKY ASKS US TO ALD. 


CAN AMERICANS BE CIVILIZED 
AND STAND ALOOF? HE ASKS. 


Russian Novelist Now Waits to Learn 
“Whether There Are in This Coun- 
try Living Men” Who Will Hear 
His Appeal—Says ‘Black, Blood 
Stained Wing of Death Will Fiuat- 
ter’? Over the Czar’s Dominions for 
Montha, 


New York, July 28.—In an appeal to Amer- 
icans “‘to help the people of Russia to free 
its body from the parasites which suck its 
life's blood""’ Maxim Gorky today inaugu- 
rated a campaign of sympathy in this coun- 
try. His appeal, in part, is as follows: 

“The czar has dispersed the duma) This 
small man, trembling on his throne for his 
life and power like an aspen leaf, has, with 
one stroke of the pen, destroyed all sem- 
blance of law in Russia and called into life 
a new series of murders, robberies, and out- 
rages. 

“The Russian government will now in- 
augurate a policy of brutal and bestial re- 
prisals. The hangmen and thieves surreund- 
ing the throne-and supporting it with blood- 
stained hands have of late heard many bit- 
ter and insulting truths from the lips of 
courageous and honest men. They § will 
avenge themselves for it, and their venge- 
ance will be severe. 


Predicts an Era of Horror. 

*““Imbittered, accustomed to shed blood, 
and encouraged by the reign of lawlessness, 
they will once more appall the world by their 
deeds. They will commence to annihilate 
and destroy the leaders of the people, and 
having destroyed the leaders they will again 
declare war on the people, the unarmed and 
defenseless people who are dreaming of peace 
and civilization, and who have been so impa- 
tiently hoping for the triumph of justice. 

“ The black, blood soaked wings of death 
will flutter over the country for months. The 
exhausted earth will swallow thousande of 
corpses of men whose only crime was the 
desire to live a human life. Many women 
and children will perish from bullets, swords, 
and clubs, 

““Many crying outrages will be perpe- 
trated. The world will be seized with horror 
and indignation. Here and there public meet- 
ings will pe held, at which the speakefs will ' 
‘eloquently denounce the czar and his land of 
savages. The speakers will be rewarded by 
applause and the public will leaye the meet- 
ings in the proud conviction that they have 
responded to the call of the unfortunate peo- 
ple of a foreign land and thus discharged 
their duty to humanity. At the same time 
the blood of the Russians will flow in wide 
streams,” 


Asks if We’re Civilized. 

“Are we civilized people or are we not?’ 
Gorky then asks. He declares that he 
thinks not and that people who live quietly 
when everything around them is soaked in 
blood are simply satiated animals, 

“If such crying borrors occur as those 
which we now witness in Russia,” he says, 
“true men and women cannot remain quiet 
at their sight.”’ 


He closes with an appeal for help for Rus- 


sia and asks:

U.S. BARGAIN WITH ECUADOR 
FOR GALAPAGOS IS REVEALED. 


President Roosevelt Said to Have 
Agreed to Buy Islands from Ex-Presi- 
dent Garcia for Five Millions in Gold. 


GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, July 28.—The gov- 
ernment newspapers have caused a sensa- 
tion by the publication of documents found 
among former President Garcia's private 
papers. One paper treats of the sale of the 
Galapagos islands to the United States. It 
appears eae were first offered to France. 
Sefior Garci@’s memorandum says: 

“While at Washington I visited President 
Roosevelt and inguired into the question as 
to whether the United States was disposed 
to take over the Galapagos islands, paying 
Ecuador $5,000,000 in gold for them, thus 
recognizing Ecuador’s sovereignty over the 
islands. Mr. Roosevelt replied that he would 
recommend the proposal to congress,”’ 

The negotiations with France are said to 
have been interrupted owing to the belief 
that the United States would not coneent to 
a European power acquiring the islands. 


Island Coveted. for Strategy. 

The Galapagos islands are a group in the 
Pacific belonging to Ecuador, on and near 
the equator, 730 miles west of the coast of 
Ecuador. They consist of thirteen islands, 
the largest, Albemarle island, being sixty 
miles in length. On Charles island a small 
colony of Ecuadorans was established, 
forming &@ penal settlement, and this island 
contains most of the population, which hardly 
exceeds 400.

Washington. D..C., July 28.—{Special.]—As | 
a result of action today by the president and 
Secretary Hitchcock, the American people 
have been placed in a position of independ- 
ence with respect to the coal monopoly or to 
a conflict between miners and coal opera- 
tors. . 

Following an exhaustive investigation, the 
secretary by direction of the president has 
fasued an order withdrawing from entry 
6,000,000 acres of public lands which are 
known to possess workable coal,- The order 


eral depositaon lands belonging to the United 
States are free and open to purchase. 

The examination by the geological survey 
in accordance with the instructions of the 
president developed that there were 56,000,000 
acres of public land believed to contain céal 
deposits. The president, though, desired the 
withdrawal of only those sections known to 
possess workable coal. Accordingly the area 
was reduced to 6,000,000 acres. 

The coal lands withdrawn from entty are 
situated in New Mexico, Colorado, Utah,’ 
Wyoming, North Dakota, Montane, ria 
and Washington. 


Action Declared Socialistie. 

The action of the president and Secretary 
Hitchcock in this matter is socialistic in the 
extreme. It means that the government has 
taken possession of coal lands cgpable of sup- 
plying the nation with an indéfinite amount 
of fuel. Certainly the socialistic slogan of 
government ownership of public utilities has 
been carried. out.by the administration ‘n 


this instance. 


Congress has not authorized anything of 
the kind, though the president in his message 
transmitting the report of Commissioner of 
Corporations Garfield in regard to the Stand- 
ard Oil corporation declared that the time 
had come when no oil or coal lands held by 
the government, either within the public do- 
main proper or "territory owned by Indian 
tribes, sheuld be alienated. The president 
expres the opinion that the fee to such 
lands should be kept in the United States 
government and leased on such terms and for 
such periods as would enable the government 
to keep entire control thereof. 


Congress Fails to Act. 

Senator La Follette introduced resolutions 
to attain this result, and Senator Spooner 
was approached by Secretary Hitchcock with 
a view to securing the incorporation of a 
provision th an appropriation bill authoriz- 
ing the president to locate and withdraw 
from entry all public coal lands.

T. P. O’Connor Emphasizes Common- 
er’s Relation to Erin in Warm 
Speech of Welcome and Praise for 
Latter’s Career—iIn Reply He 
Dwells on Part Irish Race Has 
Played in United States and Glories 
in Honor Paid Stars and Stripes.

LONDON, July 28.—W. J. Bryan met with 
@ remarkable demonstration today at the 
Irish club of London, where many leaders 
of the Irish movement assembled to greet 
him and Mrs. Bryan. T. P. O'Connor deliv- 
ered an oration welcoming Bryan and prais- 
ing his career. He laid particular stress on 
the ties binding Bryan to the Irish. 

Bryan thanked O'Connor fot the cordiality 
of his welcome. He spoke of the prominent 
part the Irish had played in America and 
of America’s sympathy with Irish aspira- 
tions, which, he said, was not connected 
with any party creed. Though a majority 
of Irish-Americans belonged to his party, said 
Bryan.: republicans also were equally con- 
cerned in everything pertaining to Irish wel- 
fare and ambitions. 


Whole World Friendly to Us. 

Referring to the previous speaker’s mention 
of the United States and its position in the 
world, Bryan said that during his ten months’ 
travel in various countries he found a friend- 
ly feeling towards the United States every- 
where. He added: 

“If any take pride in the fact that people 
outside their own land bow in fear before 
their flag, I take pride in the fact that wher- 
ever the American flag is known people turn 
their eyes to heaven and thank God there is 
such a flag.”’ , 

Bryan declared he believed sincerely that 
justice would be done Ireland, but he did not 
specify what line justice would be likely to 
take. 

In an eloquent peroration Bryan thanked 
the club for including Mrs. Bryan in its wel- 
come. 

Redmond Grateful to America. 

John Redmond followed. He spoke of the 
debt of gratitude the Irish parliamentary 
party owed to Irishmen of all parties and 
creed in the United States. Often as he had 
appealed to them he never had been rebuffed. 
As representing five-sixths of the Irish peo- 
ple, his party tendered to Bryan its thanks, 
and through Bim to the American people ex- 
pression of its deep gratitude, love, and ven- 
eration.

} ever since McClellan began to slight and 


ignore him to build up a personal machine. 
It Is Murphy's intention to wait until Mo- 
Clellan would enter the Msts for another 
elective office and then knife him. But the 
declaration by the mayor that he is not going 
to enter any political race and the open avow- 
al of Hearst that he is a candidate for the 
governorship have made Murphy's task easy, 

course it will be as cakes and honey 
for Hearst, if he is elected. He repeatedly 
has declared his intention to pursue McClel- 
lan to the bitterest end in return for what 
he believes was a deal that deprived him 
of the mayoralty. 

An advantage to Murphy by the election of 
Hearst might accrue also from the removal 
of William Travers Jerome from the district 
attorney's office. 


Parker Says It’s Not Hearst. 


Utica, N. Y., July 28.—Former Judge Alton 
B. Parker, in a formal interview here today, 
declared that the New York democrats 
would not nominate W. R: Hearst as their 
candidate for governor. 

Mr. Parker declared that the democratic 
party was rich in men who could fll the office 
of governor, and mentioned among others 
ex-Judge D-Cady Herrick, the party’s nom- 


imee at the last gubernatorial election; John 


B. Stanchfield of Elmira, Mayor. Adam of 
Buffalo, Francis Burton Harrison of New 
York City, John G. Milburn of Buffalo, Will- 
jam Church Osborne 'of Putnam county, Dis- 
trict Attorney William Travers Jerome of 
New York, Justice William F. Gayner, Mar- 
tin W. Littleton, and Edward M. Grout of 
Brooklyn. 

Mr.’Parker said that while, with possibly 
two exceptions, none of these men was a 
candidate, yet he did not believe thet any 
of them would refuse to serve if called upon. 


Calls Hearst an Independent. 

“The last utterance of Mr. Hearst I have 
read,"’ said Mr. Parker, ‘‘ was to the effect 
that he intended to accept the nominition of 
the Independence league. He stated in an 
interview in the Brooklyn Hagle of June 12: 

If Iam nominated by the Independence party it 
will be on a platform that expresses the princi- 
ples I believe, and I will make the campaign on 
that platform, and no other consideration will en- 
ter into the matter. There will be no deal or bar- 
gain made with the leaders of any political ma- 
chine, but every one indorsing the sentiments of 
the independence party will be invited to support 
fis candidates. 

“That language is unambiguous, and an- 
nounces clearly hisintention to be a candidate 
on the platform only of the Independence 
league."’

Rockefeller and the others had gone on 
ahead, 

The erowé formed on either side of Mr. 
Rockefeller and he walked through a lane, 
from the sides of which several persons 
stretched out to sliake his hand. Whenever 
he saw a hand Rockefeller put out his own 
and gave a hearty shake. Most of those 
who shook hands with him had met him on 
the ship, but there were others who had 
not been on the ship and who didn’t know. 
him, Mr. RockefcHer walked along slowly 
with his coat thrown over his arm, while 
the Hoboken detectives, keen for their job, 
kept close as they could to him. Behind 
followed a large number of persons who 
seemed to want to keep him in sight. 

Down at the end of the pier Mr. Rockefeller 
met his wife, and then there was a wait, with 
the crowd surrounding the group until ar- 
rangements could be made for a carriage. 

Interviewers took advantage of this wait 
to ask Mr. Rockefeller if he had anything 
to say about the proceedings out in Ohio and 
the warrant for Ris arrest. His head went 
up in a laugh. } 

“ Really, I don’t think anything can be said 
on that matter,” he said. ‘* Please excuse 
me.”’ 

“When will you go out there?’ asked an- 
other reporter. 

“I don’t know, I'm sure,” he replied. 


“Fire Away’’ to Camera Squad. 

Just then his son returned and the pro- 
cesgion started up again. The crowd had 
grown large, but ‘Rockefeller, got into an 
elevator and the crowd had to run for the 
stairways. Down at the carriage stand were 
truckmen and others waiting for a look at 
him and the camera brigade. 

“ Fire away,” seid Mr. Rockefeller, as he 
saw the cameras, | 

He stepped out from the party and posed 
for his picture. Then he got into the hired 
cab with his wife and son and drove over to 
the ferry. Theparty went to the Hotel Buck- 
ingham for luncheon and left, at 3:42 for 
Pocantice Hills. 

Dr. Biggar, when asked if the trip. had 
benefited Mr. Rockefeller, said: 

* Rockefelle® has been in extremely good 
health for fifteen years. The trip did him 
good. He took it easy and had a good rest. 
We played a good deal of golf and he beat 
me,*’ 


Dr. Biggar said Mr. Rockefeller had 
learned of Russell Sage’s death by wireless, 
but had made no comment on it. 


Oil King Popular on Ship. 

Coming over on the ship Mr. Rockefeller 
became quite popgjar. The trip was un- 
usually foggy, but he was out on deck a 
good deal of the time. He played two games 
of shuffleboard and twice took some exercise 
in the gymnasium with Indian clubs. He 
dined in the Ritz-Carlton restaurant, where 
meals are A la carte, but he did not attend 
the captain's dinner, which was given Thurs- 
Gay night. — 

Ambassador McCormick was a fellow pas- 
senger of Rockefeller and spent sdine time 
chatting with him. Oh Friday evening Mr. 
McCormick entertained Mr. Rockefeller as 
his guest at dinner. 

On Thursday the Atlantic News, a paper 
published aboard the ship every day, came 
out with a comparison of the fortunes of the 
world’s richest men. It was shown by the 
sige of different money bags in a picture. 
The biggest bag was labeled “John D. 
Rockefeller, $2,200,000,000." Just how the 
ship’s mathematician arrived at this figure 
wasn't stated~ It excited some amusement 
among the passengers, but if Rockefeller 
noticed it he did not makeany comment that 
anybody heard. 

Couldn’t Get Him Into Pool Gamble. 

Also there was some amusement over the 
attempt made to get Mr. Rockefeller to gam- 
ble by going into the pool om the ship’s daily 
run. Arnold Daly and Henry Hamilton of 
Buffalo sert him a note telling him of the 
pool for the benefit of the sallors’ fund and 
asked him to takea guess. Mr. Rockefeller 
guessed at between 400 and 406 miles, but 
didn’t say a word about going into the pool. 
He would have lost his money, the passen- 
gets said, as he was over twenty miles out 
of the way that day. 


Vanderbilt Didn’t “Meet” Him. 

Reginald Vanderbilt came over on theship. 
There was a report he had met Mr. Rocke- 
feller and*had played shuffleboard with him, 
but this Vanderbilt denled. Vanderbilt said 
he hadn’t met him at all, although he had 
seen him about the ship. 

* He seemed to be vigorous for his age and 
a delightful old gentleman,” said Mr. Van- 
derbilt. : 

Mr. Vanderbilt said he had just been on a 
little visit of three weeks on the other side. 
Ambassador McCormick told the reporters 
he would be here fora three weeks’ vacation.

Coroner Hoffman’s Report 
Shows 225 Persons Killed 
in Nineteen Months. 


WANTS POLICE TO ACT. 


Official Advises That Full Infor- 
mation of Accidents Be 


Seeured. 


Tn a message to the city council Coroner 
Hoffman yesterday valled attention to the 
appalling number of deaths resulting from 
‘street car accidents during the last nineteen 
months, and recommended legislation that 
may prohibit the traction companies from 
overcrowding their cars and operating them 
in an unsafe manner. The report, which fs 


-@onfined strictly to surface lines, declares 


that 225 persons died as the direct result of 
street car accidents during the time cov- 
ered by the report. 
“If the present death rate is kept up,” the 
coroner says, ‘there will be nearly as great 
*e loss of life through my tenure of office as 
occurred in the Iroquois fire that startled 
the world. The facts that the deaths occur 


“day by day does not iessen the gravity of the 


situation.” 
Manner of Deaths Classified. 
The classification of the manner of death 
is as follows: 


Clase 1—Crossing car tracks ..... 
Class 2—Knocked Off WAZOMNS ...o-seceerrees 
Class 3—Crushed between cars ...+..+.- 
Class 4—Falling off cars 

Clase 5—Getting on and off cars 

Class 6—Hitchiug on CATs ...s-+++> pad dina : 
Class 7—Brushed off running board ... 
Claes 8&—-Collision between cars 

Two recommendations made in the mes- 
sage follow: 

1. That an extra policeman be detalied on 
weach patrol wagon sent to the scene of an 
‘atcident and that it be his sole duty to make 
@ personal investightion of the causes and to 
transmit the names of all persons concerned, 
together with other data, to the cotoner's 
office. This suggestion has been submitted 
to Chief Collins and has met with his ap- 
proval. 

”’ That the coroner or the police should 
be allowed two expert machinis‘s, who shall 
receive reports of accidents at the same time 
the police do and whose duty it shall be to 
follow the cars involved in an accident to 
@scertain whether the street car company is 
that ma- he- 
come dangerous to life. 


Companies Also Make Complaint. 

The disadvantages of which the companies 
complain are contained in the following sum- 
mary: 

Uneertain tenune of streets and depleted finances. 

Trains of smali cars instead of up to date single 
ears. 

Sma!! number of cars require bigh speed, even 
through congested districts. 

Cars are old and Jiable to accidents. ; 

If the companics could make investments that 
would itmspire confidence im their credit they 
would be enabled to supply equipment that weuid 


‘eliminate many of the features that cause loss of 


life. 
‘The coroner takes his table of causes, and 
@iscusses it by classes of accidents as fol- 
lows: 

Crossing Car Tracks, 121 Killed. 

* Statistics of the coroner show 121 persons 
have been killed by crossing the car tracks. 
These deaths have occurred on account of 
too high rate of speed, by running cars 
through crowds of children on their way to 
and from school, by failure to stop near 
crossings where cars are running in opposite 
directions, and by wretched fender equip- 
‘ment. The coroner’s juries have called atten- 
tion during the present year to those condi- 


tions. 
‘Knocked Off Wagons, 20 Killed. 
“This was otcasioned entirely by the too 
high rate of speed in the congested districts, 
and which arises from the fact that there are 
not sufficient cars upon the streets, and 
they make up for deficiency in cars by speed. 
“ Increased speed does not give the wagons 
the opportunity to get out of. the way, or 
perhaps from bad equipment of the cars they 
have not been able to prevent a collision 
by stopping in time, and this has caused 
twenty deaths within nineteen months. 
“The remedy would be better car equip- 
ment and lower speed through the congested 
Gistricts. It might also be suggested that 
throuch routing of the cars would also les- 
gen the congestion of traffic. 


Crushed Between Cars, 16 Killed. 
“ Uncer this heading there has been agi- 
tation to do away with the trains and run 
Bifgle cars” The reason generally given is 
that the single cars block traffic less than 
‘the trains, but in the matter of life saving, 
“those sixteen that have been crushed be- 
tween cars would be saved. and the single 

Cars would obviate that one cause of death 


Falling Off Cars, 31 Killed. 

"This has been entirely due to the over- 
crowding of the cars. In other cities cars 
do not stop to take on more passengers after 
they are sufficiently loaded. In cities like 
Minneapolis and St. Paul. an automatie gate 
closes the cars before they start. There are 
mo running boards upon which passengers 
may stand and crowd. 


Getting On and Off Cars, 17 Killed. 
“ These deaths could have been prevented 
largely by decreasing speed and by giving 
more cars to the roads. Those kinds of 
deaths are impossible in many of the cities 
Where dll gates are closed before the power 
can be turned on. Those deaths never occu 
in cities like Washington, where there j« 
sufficient equipment of street cars to give 
everybody a chance to get on and off. Deaths 
will decrease as the number of cars increase, 
and will increase as the cars decrease. The 
average deaths have been nearly one a month 
Guring my incumbency in office. 


Hitching on Cars, 3 Killed. 
“This seems to be purely a matter for the 
police and common council to make a penalty 
heavy enough and to enforce it rigorously. 
Those deaths can in no wise be blamed upon 
the traction companies. 


Brushed Off Cars, 6 Killed. 


“These have lost their lives from over- 
crowded cars, but undoubtedly heavy trucks 


@nd other traffic on the streets contributed 


to the deaths. The only remedy for that 
would be to do away ‘vith the running boards 
and give a place for each passenger within 
the cars and out of the line of danger. 


Collisions of Cars, 6 Killed. 
“Collisions have caused six deaths. 
Causes have not been clearly set out, but 
collisions are generally the result of defe ctive 
cars, bad tracks, 
enable the motorman to bring his car to a

CORPORATION COUNSEL SEES 
SUMS DUE THE CITY. 


Finds Property Listed as Ratlroad 
Right of Way, but Occupied as Sa- 
loons, Lodging Houses, Jank Shops, 
and Residences—If Board of Re. 
view Refuses to Assess Them at 
Fall Value Mr. Lewis Will Seek a 
Mandamus to Compel Such Action, 


Saloons, junk shops. a Y. M. C. A. lodging 
house, offices, and residences are listed as 
“trackage or other railroad property “ in 
Chicago, according to an investigation yes- 
terday made public by E. N. Zoline. He is a 
special tax attorney, who is assisting Cor- 
peration Counsel J. Hamilton Lewis in his 
crusade against tax dodging corporations. 

This property, much of which is In the 
downtown district, is listed with the assessors 
in many cases at but 10 per cent of its actual 
value. Chicago thus loses annually and for 
many years has lost thousands of dollars in 
tax revenue. 

Mr. Zoline, who for several weeks has beén 
working up the case against the ratiroad 
companies, has turned his data over to the 
corporation counsel, who will this week ap- 
pear before the board of review and ask tha‘ 
the railroads be taxed for the actual valua- 
tion of the property instead of its theoretical 
value ag trackage or right of way.

“We are please@® with the regulations,” 
said Robert C. McManus of the legal depart- 
ment of Swift & Co. ‘“ Our firm, and, I may 
safely add, the other big packing firms as 
well, will comply p~vith them. They are con- 
sidered fair.”’ 

“In general, most of the regulations al- 
ready have been complied with. We have 
spared no effort to attain perfect cleanliness 
and sanitation tn all departments. The only 
delay has been where changes have een 
ordered in the structure of buildings. 

‘Secretary Wilson has not finished his 
regulations. I understand he will make some 
regulating the handling of meat by carriers 
so that full assurance may be had of proper 
treatment of meat all along the line.’’

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GUNDEMNS SPEED LIMIT. 


ENGLISH COMMISSION WOULD RBE- 
MOVE AUTO RESTRICTION. 


Proposes That Danger to Public Be 
Made Criterion of Driver’s Crim- 
inality—Suggestsa Increased Taxa- 
tion of Machines, Receipts to Be 
Applied to Highway Improvements 
—Autoists Applaud Report, but It 
Is Doubtfal It Will Carry.

LONDON, July 28.—Nothing could dem- 

onstrate more thoroughly the absurdity of 
the law which controls automobilism in Bng- 
land than the report of the royal commission 
and their recommendations for its amend- 
ment. The act is the laughing stock of Eu- 
rope, the cause of bewilderment to the many 
Americans who use automobiles for seeing 
the old country, and a source of irritation 
to English automobilists. 

Following, as it does, the agitation regard- 
ing the invasion of London by motor omni- 
buses, this report appears precisely at the 
psychological moment. The public feeling 
against inconsiderate and dangerous auto- 
mobiling has risen to a high degree, while 
automobilists, laboring under a sense of mani- 
fold grievances, have been resolving on “ ag- 
gressive action.”’ 

For a long time the feeling has been grow- 
ing stronger on the part of the general 
public that the automobilist has destroyed 
for the pedestrian, for the driver of horses, 
even for the cyclist, In some cases the use 
and always the traditional amenities of the 
high road. Now, however, to insure the 
safety of the public from recaless auto- 
mobilists it is proposed to increase materially 
the stringency of the law.. Special penalties, 
it is urged, should be imposed on the drunken 
driver, the size of the identification plates 
should be increased, and rules as to il- 
luminating plates should be more specific, 
Owners of automobiles, in the opinion of the 
commissioners, should be subject to penalty 
if they abet drivers in breaking the law, and 
their duties as to giving information leading 
to the identification of drivers should be 
enlarged. Above all, the duty of the auto- 
mobilist as to stopping when an accident has 
occurred or damage has been done should 
be made more explicit. 

Would Abolish Speed Limit. 

As to the vexed question of a speed limit, 
around which much controversy has raged, 
the commissioners take the view that for 
light automobiles the present general maxi- 
mum of twenty miles an hour ought to be 
done away with. They recognize, what is 
notorious to every one who has ridden in 
automobiles, that it is not speed which is 
@angerous, but speed in particulgrplaces. It 
is absurd to prohibit high velocities on a per- 
fectly safe road where the driver can see far 
ahead and where there are no houses, no 
twists, and no by lanes. 

The justifiable indignation and irritation 
of the automobilist has been aggravated 
when he has found himeelf trapped by the 
police on a stretch of highway of this kind. 
As the evidence before the commission has 
shown, it is difficult to arrange these am- 
bushes in really dangerous places where they 
would do good service and the police have 
found it easier to get convictions on specific 
evidence of speed over actually measured 
distances than under the section of the act 
which requires them to prove public danger. 

The proposed abolition of the general speed 
limit, as is only natural, is hailed with joy 
by all automobilists. Every one with whom 
I have discussed the report referred to that 
as its best and most welcome feature. The 
safety of the public appears to be amply safe- 
guarded by the well known section 1 of the 
act, which in effect penalizes driving in such 
a way as to cause public danger or more than 
the twelve mile maximum:-in towns, villages, 
and dangerous places where such a limittis 
adopted by the local authority. 

Di cucs Dust Nuisance. 

Less importart, perhaps, although no less 
interesting, are the proposals of the commis- 
sion with respect to annoyances caused by 
automobiles. No attempt is made to mini- 
mize the dust nuisance. Indeed, the com- 
missioners say they seriously considered 
whether it would be practicable to make the 
production of dust a statutory offense. On 
the whole they thought not, though they say 
that “if cars continue to be driven in dusty 
weather at high speed witheut regard to the 
discomfort and annoyance caused to every 
other user of the highway and dweller along- 
side it there may arise an irresistible demand 
for eome drastic provision on the subject.” 
Truly cars are so driven. It is the rarest 
thing for a driver to slacken speed on a 
dusty road to save covering the pedestrian 
with @ust. He thinks he has done enough if 
he sounds a strident horn to clear the way, 
However, it is in the direction of the use of 
aust preventives and more scientific road 
building that relief must be looked for. Dust 
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preventives, as the commissionerg® show, 
are expensive, while English roads, greatly 
as they have improved in recent years, are 
yet inferior in construction to the great high- 
ways of the continent. 

Evidence was given as to the damage 
caused to road surfaces by traffic and partly 
on this account it le proposed that the scale 
of motor taxation shall be considerably in- 
creased. The suggestion made is to raise the 
motor cycle tax from 5 shillings to a S0ov- 
ereign, the rates on automobiles, weighed un- 
laden, to from 2 guineas when they weigh 
under 1,200 pounds to eight guineas when 
they weigh over 2,400 pounds, tradeand pub- 
lic service cars paying one-half of the reg- 
ular rates. Moreover, it is proposed that 
the revenues derived from this source shall 
be devoted to the improvement of the roacs, 
an object which will take the sting out of 
the increase. 

Automobilists Like Report. 

Such are some of the principal points of the 
report, which already has given rise to muca 
discussion. The automobilists with whom l 
have taiked were unanimous in the opinion 
that the commission has worked on equitable 
lines and arrived at conclusions much more 
in keeping with the spirit of the age than 
might have jbeen expected. All, too, ex- 
pressed satisfaction that the commission had 
recommended the devotion of all taxes on 
automobiles to the maintenance of roads. 
The suggestion is considered practical in 
every aspect. Dealers in automobiles think 
thaf if the recommendations of the commis- 
sion are carried into the law the automobile 
trade will receive a gigantic impetus and that 
many people who hitherto have refrained 
from purchasing owing to the undue strin- 
gency of the law and. to unjust police persecu- 
tion will be persuaded to take up the sport. 

But the recommendations as a whole have 
come as a great surprise to most of the peo- 
ple interested and are censidered too liberal 
to be entertained by the liberal government 
for a long time to come, composed so largely 
as the house of commons Is af anti-automo- 
bilists. Henry Norman, however, isa liberal 
member who is an enthusiastic and experi- 
enced automobilist who will press for passing 
the commissioners’ recommendations into 
law. When seen In the lobby of the house 
yesterday he said he considered the royal 
commissioners had approached the question 
in a conecientious spirit and that, though the 
report was not everything he could have 
hoped for, it was on the whole characterized 
by marked fairness. One of the greatest 
safeguards of the public, he thinks, would he 
not in the existence but in the suppression 
of the speed limit. 

Ordinary Law Should Apply. 

The recommendation of Lord Selby and his 
colleagues on this head is that the automo- 
bile driver should come under the ordinary 
law, just like any other offender. The Hon. 
Arthur Stanley, who is a unionist and presi- 
dent of the Automobile club and chairman 
of the Motor union, also declared that the 
recommendation in favor of the abolition of 
the present speed limit of twenty miles an 
hour was decidedly a step im the right direc- 
tion. He and those who had codperated with 
him had favored this idea all along. There 
was common sense In the demand for in- 
creased caution in driving through crowded 
or awkward places, though the reintroduc- 
tion of the speed limit there of twelve miles 
an hour appeared illogical. On the whole 
the report seemed to indicate that the best 
part of the present act was to be found in 
the first clause, which forbade driving to 
the public danger. Stanley added: 

“TY cordially approve the suggested modi- 
fications in reference to licenses. Especially 
do I commend the proposal that after two 
years’ freedom from indorsement the driver’s 
license should be renewed clear of any such 
record. The existing system is hard on pro- 
fessional drivers, who, if they once get an 
indorsement, must always have it against 


them.” 


NO GROSS TO BERNHARDT, | 


FRANCE STILL DISCUSSES LEGION 
OF HONOR DECORATION. 


Many Friends of Actress Hope Favor- 
able Action in Her Case Will Be 
Taken Yet—One of Greatest Prob- 
lems of Republic, Cornely Writes, 
Is Question of Finances—Drain of 
Military Establishment Ultimately 
Will Swamp Nation, Is Prediction,

PARIS, July 28.—Nothing is happening fn 

Paris except congéstions, sunstrokes, or 
nominations to the Legion of Honor. 

There is only one crisis—that of Sarah Bern- 
hardt’s cross. The old generals who compose 
the council of the order refuse to decorate 
the comedienne. They could not say why. 
They have decorated Mme. Bartet because 
she is a functionary, being attached to the 
Comédie Francaise. From this point of view 
they could decorate Sarah as a former func- 
tionary. 

This affair has been more quickly term- 
inated than the affair of Dreyfus that ended 
with ceremony. The people would not be 
satisfied till their taste for thé theater had 
been satisfied. Dreyfus was decorated in the 
presence of troops on the spot where he was 
degraded. The crowd was deeply moved, 
but the major was not. This is because he is 
not in the least degree theatrical, and the 
absence of this where the theatrical reigns 
supreme was, perhaps, in some degree respon- 
sible for his misfortunes. 


Politics Cause of Gossip. 

While awaiting their return from their hol- 
idays the French members of parliament are 
preparing for the scission, which probably 
will be the great event of-the autumn when 
a majority will be constituted from wikiote) 
the socialists will exclude themselves, and 
from which the radicals probably would 
have excluded them. 

The Hass election was a triumph for the 
radicals, but the radical majority is not col- 
lectivist. It is of the bourgeois—small house 
owners and industrials. The new recruits 
of universal suffrage who have triumphed 
are small land owners and guard their little 
properties with more energy perhaps than 
the large land owners guard their large prop- 
erties. AS a consequence the collectivists 
are obliged to attempt something to keep 
their electors in line. The majority, to keep 
ita electors, will, in turn, be obliged to deny 
collectivism. 

It is not the political situation which gives 
rise to anxiety, but the financial crisis, which 
finds expression in the deficit in the budget 
and by the necessity of imposing fresh 
taxes. People who study the history of 
France know perfectly that the second re- 
public, that of 1848, traversed a similar crisis 
to that which the third is traversing. It 
got rid of it by what is called the 45 centimes 
assembly. It decided that existing taxes 
should be augmented. This was the prin- 
cipal cause of the discontent which threw 
France into the arms of Prince Louis Na- 
poleon, who afterwards became Napoleon 
III., and who quietly traduced us to Sedan. 


Income Tax Solution? 

The third republic does not seem inclined 
to resign itself to a measure £0 frank or 80 
brutal, yet it needs much money and it has 
social expenses to meet like the second re- 
public and military expenses like the empire. 
It is trying to get out of the difficulty by an 
income tax. It remains to be seen if the in- 
come tax will not cause as much discontent 


as the tax of the second republic. 
: I believe that the income tax will be a de- 


plorable measure and that it will havea fatal 
effect on the future of the republic, and in 
spite of all declamations I persist in believing 
that the government should seek the money 


necessary for social reforms in the reduction 


of the military expenditure. 

In France there are two budgets, the social 
budget, which is the republican budget, and 
the military budget, which is the budget of 
the empire. A choice must be made, for one 
cannot keep both going. Something must be 
found which will allow reductions in the army 
or we ere lost and the republic with us. We 
must leave military budgets to miltary mon- 
archies, such as Russia, the unfortunate Rus- 
sia, which Is being torn in pleces.

TAXIMETER DOES NOT PROTECT. 


Paris Cab Owners Ask Police to Save 
Them from Being Robbed by 
Their Cabbies.

PARIS, July 28.—The registering apparatus 

for public cabs which Is known as the taxi- 
meter, came into use tin Paris a little over a 
yeur ago. Since that time it is said the cab- 
mem have devised about a dozen different 
schemes for beating cab companies. The 
companies have now appealed to the prefect 
of police of the Seine to have a change made 
or regular control provided to protect the 
companies. 

The prefect of police replies that the rela- 
tions between tae cab owners and cabmen is 
purely private and that they should settle 
their own differences. Lamy, president of 
the cab owners’ syndicate, argues that this 
is impossible in view of the expense it would 
entail, and cites the Instance totheprefect of 
police of the control of the cabs in Berlin.

LONDON, July 28.—Charles W. Kohlsaat, 

commissioner general of the Jamestown ex- 
position, this week began his novel task of 
conferring with the authorities of European 
countries with tegard to not only obtaining 
exhibits of their industries and arts, but to 
arrange for representation of their armies 
and navies at the exposition, 

Mr. Kohlsaat marked his arrival here by 
making the statement that practically all na- 
tions of the world had signified their tnten- 
tion of contributing a portion of. their armies 
and navies for exhibition purposes. Japan 
is about the only land which has not definite- 
ly fallen tn line with the proposition, but the 
commissioner general anticipates no diffi-

Mr. Kohlsaat will make his plea to the 
Tokio government on the ground that the 
expense of sending one of two battleships to 
the United States would be only slightly in 
excess of the ordinary cost of maintenance.

Manage Everything Themselves, 

All the administrative posts are filled by 
the monks themselves. One monk is inspeet- 
or of amusements and conducts his depart- 
ment with a thorough comprehension of the 
tastes of the gayest visitors, making no ef- 
fort to impose more sacred music upon them 
than cosmopolitan worldlings usually care 
to Usten to. Another monk is inspector of 
sanitation and thoroughly enforces the max-~- 
im that cleanliness is next to godliness. He 
is assisted by a staff of doctors and sanitary 
engineers. One monk is inspector of springs 
and sees to it that the requirements of the 
public are properly satisfied in his depart- 
ment. All the bathing establishments are 
supervised by monks. All the extensive farm 
lands attached to the monastery are managed 
by the monks, 

Some idea of the dimensions of the business 
operations conducted by the monks may be 
gathered from the following figures. Dur- 
ing the four or five months of the year when 
Marienbad is frequented by health seeking 
visitors an average of 50,000 glasses of the 
waters of the various springs are handéd by 
uniformed attendants to patients every day. 
The monastery owns and conducts six largs 
public establishments, including mud baths, 
fron baths, steel baths, and baths the water 
of which is charged with carbonic acid ges, 
Apart from the water which is drunk by 
patients at Marienbad the monastery exports 
over a million bottles of water of the Marien- 
bad springs every year to all parts of the 
world. 

Another branch of industry conducted by 
the monks is the extraction of the salt from 
the waters, which is then pulverized and 
crystallized and sold in boxes in the form 
of pills or powders. The monks have erected 
and conduct a huge hotel called the Tepler- 
haus, containing accommodation for several 
hundred guests and a restaurant in which the 
best of simple fare in the world is obtainable 
at remarkably moderate prices. The mon- 
astery owns tennis grounds which have been 
skillfully laid out in the center of shady 
forests, shooting ranges and other establish- 
ments for the provision of popular amuse- 
ments, The monks hire bands to play on the 
public promenades which they and their pre- 
decessors have constructed. Just recently 
they have presented a large stretch of land 
in their possession to the Anglo-American 
Golf club, and the linha are the finest in 
Europe. 


Everybody Well Treated. 

Altogether the reign of the monks is, with- 
out exception, beneficial to Marienbad and 
ite inhabitants. There is no oppression or 
industrial sweating. The employés of the 
monastery, who act as attendants at the 
public springs and bathe and other estab- 
ishments, are well fed, well clothed, pros- 
perous individuals. The monastery cares for 
them in their old age, andsupplies them with 
medical attendance when they ere sick. 
The unemployed are provided with well paid 
work, and the physically infirm are provided 
with accommodation In cottage homes. 

A large number of pauper patients, who 
come from all parts of the world, with rec- 
ommendations from responsible persons in 
thelr own homes, are provided with board, 
lodging, and medical attendance at the ex- 
pense of the monastery, and it is much ¢o 
the credit of the monks that a considerable 
number of the visitors thus gratuitously 
treated are orthodox Jews from Poland. 

The monastery is seven miles distant from 
Marienbad, and looks prosperous with its 
huge barns and prize oxen.

INOCULATE MICE WITH CANCER. 


One Hundred Thousand Experiments on 
Little Animals May Throw Light 
on Treatment of Disease.

LONDON, July 28.—Dr. Bashford, super- 

intendent of the laboratory of the imperial 
cancer research fund, gives this week the 
results of the inoculation of 100,000 mice. 
“ Scientists,” he said, “are now able to 
Produce at will in mice all the features of 
spontaneous cancer, and to protect healthy 
mice from ail the consequences of inoculating 
them with experimental cancer. 

“ This having been achieved,” he adds, “it 
ig not too much to hope that the further de- 
velopments of the experimental study of can- 
cer will yield results having a direct bearing 


on the nature and treatment of the disease.”’ 


After repeated failures during the thirty 
years, the fund has beeh able to obtain off- 
apring from mice suffering naturally from 
the disease, and in the near future it may, in 
consequence, be possible to conclude whether 
cancer in man is or is not hereditary. Sixty 


per cent of the spontaneous cancers which 


Bashford referfed to had been got to grow 
in mice previously healthy, and, in the view 
of scientists, this points to the conclusion 
that all malignant growths are transplant- 
able. 

The experiments were so successful that, 
whereas, of 100 ordinary micewinety devel- 


oped tumors after inoculation, none of the 


*“ protected ”’ animals developed the disease. 
Dr. Bashford added a note of warning for 
fear the resulte might give rise to exag- 
gerated expectations. It was not pos- 
sible, he said, to arrest the progress of experi- 
mental tumors, much less to effect a cure of 
the disease occurring naturally.

hardt had scarce get foot again on the be- 
loved soil of her belle France, after her me- 
teoric progress, with its memorable triumphs 
and hairbreadth escapes, through America; 
she had hardly had time to unpack her trunks 
and receive a score or two of her intimate 
friends, when a tall young man, with auburn 
hair, pale complexion, and dark, luminous 
eyes, rang the bell of the luxurious apart- 
ment in the Boulevard Pereire and asked 
to see the great tragedienne. 

“ Madame is engaged,” was the imposing 
footman’s reply. 

“Well, give her this card and letter, and 
say I will wait until madame can receive me.”’ 

M. René Fraudet'’s heart had ample time 
to resume its normal beat ere the divine Sarah 
appeared. 

“You desire to read me your play?’ ghe 
said. “I have not the right to refuse to 
listen to a poet who is, perchance, a genius, 
But I am overwhelmed with business details 
and visitors. Come back this evening at 
half-past 11. You shall then read your play 
to me.” 

“Tt Shall Be Played,’’ Says Sarah. 

Punctual to the minute, M. René Fraudet, 
with the manuscript which bore his hopes, 
was ushered into the presence of the great 
artist whose verdict was shortly to open. to 
him the gates of fame or shatter the fond 
dreams which for six long months had been 
his constant companions. -A second Sardou. 
a second Rostand, he had conceived and 
written his play for Sarah Bernhardt. She, 
by whom the greatest dramatic authors deem 
it an honor to be interpreted; she, the world’s 
greatest actress, must create the leading réle 
of his play. Did the heart of a young man of 
22 ever dream a dream so rash? But Mme. 
Bernhardt and her friends listened with ever 
growing interest as the young poet read page 
after page of his manuscript. When the 
reading was done a murmur of applause 
passed from lip to lip, and then Sarah's gold- 
en voice was heard: 

‘You have written a beautiful play, mon- 
sieur. It shall be played at my theater next 
season, and by me.” 

And that is how a young poet leaped into 
fame. Rostand, the author of ‘‘ Cyrano de 
Bergerac,’’ read hig now famous play to 
Sarah Bernhardt in similar circumstances. 
It is a good omen. 

M. René Fraudet is a Parisian. He has 
written something Hke 5,000 verses, though 
as yet he may be said to be practically un- 
known, as only one or two of his poems have 
been published. In addition he has written 
a two act piece In verse which Mme. Rosa 
Bruck will produce at the Escholiers. Its 
title is “‘ Rose Flamberge.” 


Big Future for Fraudet. 

Several men distinguished in literatureand 
the drama (I must not mention their names) 
have predicted a great future for René 
Fraudet. One well known academician called 
him a young Victor Hugo. 

Young as he is, Fraudet has already drunk 
the dregs of the cup of bitterness. His young 
life has experienced one of those human trag- 
edies of which his lyre will sing. He loved 
and was beloved, and his bride was torn from 
him on the eve of their marriage. She was 
only 20. 

Mme. Bernhardt is manifesting the warm- 
est interest in her young protégé. In the few 
days that elapsed between her arrival in 
Paris and her departure for her country seat 
at Belle-Ile, the young poet saw her frequent- 
ly and it was from his hands that she smil- 
ingly took a basket of roses as she was bid- 
ding good-by to a host of friends. In the 
course of the summer M. René Fraudet will 
visit her at Belle-Ile and discuss and settle 
all the details connected with the production 
of his playintheautumn. The subject ofthe 
play is, of course, kept a profound secret. 
This much is known: That thetitle is ‘‘ La 
Nuit Preserve ’’; that it is intensely drama- 
tHe; that the plot is worked out in a single 
night, and finally that the leading role, which 
will be played by Sarah Bernhardt, is that of 
a young man.

While Never Talking Business, 
He Causes Catawba Boom 
in London. 


MANCHESTER PAYS DEBTS. 


Credit Belongs to American Wife, 
Who Is Managing House- 
* hold Affairs. 


LONDON, July 14.—Nicholas Longworth 
shown us that a man may be bo an 
ideal husband and a most excellent man of 
business. The women all were charmed with 
the self-effacing devotion he displayed for 
“ Princess Alice,”’ being seemingly quite con- 
tent with the obscurity of a back seat while 
the limelight of adulation played full upon 
the president's daughter. 

Ané now it is the men’s turn to confese their 
admiration for the skill and ingenuity he has 
shown. Everybody in America knows that 
he is a large producer of Catawba wine. That 
is a variety of the grape product which has 
been practically unknown here. But not for 
long are we destined to remain in ignorance 
of it. How he managed it is his own secret, 
but it is certain that soon after the king met 
him his majesty ordered several cases of the 
Longworth brand of sparkling Catawba. The 
king’s physician, too, Sir Francis Laking, 
pronounced a highly scientific benediction 
upon it. That counts for a great deal. 

About the same time, in some mysterious 
fashion, the managers of several of the big 
London hotels awakened to the discovery 
that they had been grossly negligent in fail- 
ing to place Catawba on their winelists. Sir 
Thomas Lipton has been made acquainted 
with ite delectable qualities and will sell it 
at his innumerable shops. So one result of 
Mr. and Mrs. Longworth’s visit will be a 
boom in Catawba wine. And yet nobody can 
say that Mr. Longworth has “ touted” for 
orders. He never talked Catawba to any of 
the people he met in society. But somehow 
they heard of it and wanted to try it. 


Yankee Born Duchess Business Woman. 
The Manchesters’ arrival in London at 
this belated hour of the season has given 
rise to a great deal of comment and every 
one is asking “ What has brought them?’ 
They are here solely on business which the 
duchess is arranging. She has been inter- 
viewing certain of her husband's creditors 
and in her own inimitable manner is fixing 
up matters with them. There never was 
known among duchesses such a business 
woman as her grace. It must be an inheri- 
tance from her Cincinnati father. Her pow- 
ers of persuasion, her diplomacy and her tact, 
prove irresistible with every one she tackles. 
The house the duke and duchess are living 
in is in unfashionable South Kensington, a 
commodious mansion enough in Queen's gate. 
They decided to take a large house, as the 
duchess would have all her children with 
her, but they have no intention of enter- 
taining, for Consuelo duchess of Manches- 
ter has put her foot down, as she can do, 
and says ‘‘ Kim,’ who is the duke, is to pay 
up every penny of his debts before he spends 
any more money. This is a sentiment in 
which the young duchess quite concurs. 

The Manchesters’ townhouse used to be In 
Great Stanhope street, which runs off the 
Piccadilly end of Park Lane, a perfect post- 
tion, though the residence was an ordinary 
one enough. Consuelo duchess of Manches- 
ter called it ‘“‘a miserable little hole’’ and 
refused to live init. It was sold some years 
ago, and ever since the dukes of Manchester 
have had no townhouse. 


Astor’s Costly Private Concert. 


William Waldorf Astor’s two private con- 
certs this season at his magnificent town res- 
idence in Carlton terrace surpassed ali his 
previous efforts in hig pet form of enter- 
tainment. It is a fact that he paid Pader- 
ewski $10,000 for his services. In the first 
instance the great planist refused $5,000 and 
a second offer of $7,500 he also rejected, but 
a raise of another $2,500 “ fetched him.’’ as 
the American woman who told me the story 
expressed it. As an additional inducement 
a suite of apartments was placed at his dis- 
pcsal. 

But, despite the great consideration shown 
him, the chrysanthemum haired professor 
declined to mingle with the guests, and re- 
tired to his rooms after playing. Princess 
Loulse, the only member of royalty who is 
on anything like friendly terms with the ex- 
American multimillionaire, was exceedingly 
anxious to make Paderewskli's acquaintance, 
but it was a case of Mohammed going to the 
mountain. She had to go upstairs to meet 
him after the second concert. It was an al- 
most ugheard of condescension on the part 
of a princess of the blood royal, but tn these 
days genius can exact homage even from the 
most exalted rank. 


Cannot Understand His Object. 

The host, who was obviously in wretched 
health, received his guests seated in a chair 
at the entrance of the great ballroom, 
wherethe entertainment took place. People 
wondered why on earth he should go to the 
trouble of giving two such costly entertain- 
ments to a lot of people, for most ef whom 
he cares nothing, and who certainly have no 
liking for him, when anyone could see with 
half an eye he was unspeakably bored him- 
self. But he appears to regard it asa sacred 
duty each June or July to fill his London pal- 
ace for two nights with a host of swell folk 
whom he scarcely ever sees on these occa- 
sions. 

The invitations to both concerts are inva- 
riably issued on the one card, and year in and 
year out the same persons come. Contrary 
to the usual custom, the names of the dis- 
tinguished performers are never printed on 
the invitation cerds. But his guests know 
that they will be treated to the best the mar- 
ket affords. Bach concert costs him some- 
thing like $25,000, and the two finish up Mr. 
Astor’s entertaining for the year. His duty 
to society he regards as fulfilled. And so- 
ciety, for its part, is well content to leave him 
severely alone.

The inconstant 
moon is the fit emblem of the fickle lover, 
hut even the faithful one need not be taken 
too literally. 

A young man in Philadelphia wrote to the 
object of his heart’s desire, “ I am yours to 
‘do with as you like. I and all that I have is 
yours to do with as you like.” Soonmafter the 

young Philadelphian died and went to a 
brighter, if not more peaceful. city, let us

It is declared 
" Upon oath, in the presence of witnesses, and 
c yet ‘few women. are so silly as to suppose 
fit means anything. A deed in legal form, 
acknowledged before the most contemptible 
‘epecimen of a notary public and duly re- 
eorded by a political pirate would transfer 
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the title to the whole of a man’s property 
more effectively than @ al statement 
before the altar in the presence of an arch- 
bishop or an archangel. Much more is it true 
that lovers’ protestations, so long as they do 
mot take a eoldly correct legal form, cannot 
transfer title. While the writer is living he 
may be fined, under the form of damages for 
breach of promise, for writing such letters. 
But once personally beyond the reach of 


make good his promises, and his heirs are 
safe from any harm from his fervid rhetoric, 
With this danger removed, one of the 
chief summer industries of the country may 
now continue to flourish. Absence may make 
the heart grow fonder, or propinquity blind 
the judgment, but passionate promises to 
give up all to or for the beloved will not be 
treated too seriously by the Probate court.

NOW FOR LOCAL INSPECTION. 

Secretary Wilson’s packing house regu- 
lations leave nothing to be. desired. 
Plants must be in sanitary condition. The 
employés must be clean and healthy and 
their clothing must be clean. Labels must 
be truthful, and no preservatives used ex- 
cept those which have been employed from 
time immemorial. Admirable regulations 
are not always enforced, but there is rea- 
son to believe that those Secretary Wilson 
has drafted will be. It is essential that 
they should be for the protection of the 
credit of a great industry. If American 
meats were to be discredited abroad again 
their reputation would be damaged irre- 
trievably. 

No doubt the packers of this and other 
cities who are engaged in the interstate 
and foreign commerce in meats will com- 
ply without demur with the requirements 
of the department of agriculture, even 
though they may think that neatness is 
carried to an extreme in some particulars. 
If they have plants which are not up to 
standard from a sanitary point of view 
they will remodel them. They will] court 
no controversies with the national] govern- 
ment or with the public. ' 

Henceforth the meats shipped out of 
any state will be clean and wholesome, 
They will bear the certificate of the na- 
tional government to that effect. It is*the 
duty of every state or city to look after 
the quality of the meats packed within its 
limits to be sold to its citizens. Where 
federal inspection stops, state or municipal 
inspection should begin. In Chicago, for 
instance, every plant where there is no 
federal inspector because it does no inter- 
state business should have its municipal 
inspector to enforce regulations as strin- 
gent as those prescribed by Secretary Wil- 
son. If there is a plant which is not per- 
mitted to send its products out of the 
state because it does not comply with san- 
itary requirements the municipal authori- 
ties should forbid it to prepare meat for 
the Chicago market. The health depart- 
ment should at once enact and enforce 
the regulations which have been prepared 
by the department of agriculture. 

If those regulations are necessary to in- 
surc the good quality of Chicago meat 
which is to be eaten by Englishmen they 
are equally necessary to insure the good 
quality of Chicago meat which is to be 
eaten in Chicago. If forcigners are de- 
serving of protection the people of Chi- 
cago are also. They will not get the same 
degree of protection unless the loca] in- 
spection is as good as the federal inspec- 
tion. 

There will be an attempt to work off on 
Chicago consumers inferior meats which 
cannot be marketed elsewhere. Many of 
the smaller packers who have no outside 
trade “will not maintain a high standard 
of cleanliness in their establishments un- 
less they are forced to. There is need of 
vigilant municipal inspection to keep this 
city from becoming a dumping ground for 
poor meat and to enforce sanitary regu- 
lations in packing houses which are out- 
side the scope of federal supervision. 


HALF HEARTED INDUSTRY. 


A settlement worker of this city in a 
recent address took occasion to find serious 
fault with the average woman worker be- 
cause she gives only half hearted service 
where there is need of the best efforts. 
She said that women industrial workers 
show little real interest or pride in their 
occupations, but in the majority \of cases 
look upon their positions as merely tem- 
porary makeshifts to be endured until 
some fortune relieves them of the neces- 
sity of further toil in that particular field. 
In ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, so 
this speaker said, the woman looks for- 
ward eagerly to the time when she may 
leave her place. 

The economic loss attendant upon such 
a situation, if it be truly described, must 
be enormous. At best individuals never 
use all their powers. The number of those 
who have trained their hands to ful] de- 
velopment or whe have the use of their 
eyes for practical work, or who can use 
both hands and eyes intelligently and 
faithfully, is so smal! as to be exceptional. 
The great majority of human beings cor- 
respond exactly to the description of those 
who, “ having eyes, see not; having ears. 
hear not.” If to this ordinary failing of 
humanity to use to the full the powers 
given as natura! equipment there be added 
an indifference due to half heartedness it 
is evident that few work honestly or do 
fairly by those who employ them. What 
complications would result from such 
thoughts in’ connection with hours of la- 
bor, nate of wages, increases of salary, and 
such phases of the labor situation need 
only to be hinted. 

It is open to question, however, whether 
the case for women was fairly stated in 
the address mentioned. It is altogether 
likely that many a working girl looks 
forward to the time when husband and 
home are to take the place of employer 
and shop. The time may come when her 
thoughts are so given to day dreams that 
she is valueless to her employer. But 
there are thousands of cases where the 
best service is rendered, with the hope of 
increase of pay, or of better work. or of 
administrative position, or, it certainly is 
fair to the age to say it, from an honest 
desire to do duty faithfully. There are 
now thousands of women in the ranks of 
the employed who have no thought of 
matrimony and who have accepted their 
place as wage earners determined to give 
good service to employer. 

With women as with men, the stimn- 
lus to best endeavor is the encouragement 
which follows such endeavor. Discontent 
with one’s place is not necessarily an ele- 
ment of evil. There are thousands of men 
and boys in the ranks of the employed who 
have no intention whatever of following 
the occupation of the present as a perma- 
nent thing. If teaching. they are looking 
forward to medicine or law. if canvassing 
they are planning a mercantile career. And 
yet the chances are greater that they will 
give good service because of the hope of 
the future than that they will shirk duty 


because they have ‘no idea of permanency

PUBLIC LIBRARY PROBLEMS. 

The newly appointed public ibrary board 
has organized and approached hopefully the 
problems of the new year. The need of wise 
handling of the funds available for public 
library purposes is increased by the fact that 
many expenses are necessary in Chicago 
which do nof enter into the budget of great 
libraries in foreign cities. The American 
standard of living is occasionally cited ae 
a reason why men in the trades should re- 
ceive much higher wages than in other coun- 
tries. The American standard requires in- 
cidental expenses in running a brary which 
are almost incomprehensible to a European. 

Many of the great libraries of Europe 
have no artificial heat or light except in the 
reading room. The expense for that purpose 
is comparatively small. The shelves of the 
British museum, for instance, are open from 
10 a. m. to 6 p. m. in the summer time, but 
closed at dark in the winter, although books 
which have been ordered by daylight may 
be consulted in the reading room until 7 p. 
m. The famous Escurial library in Spain 
is open from 10 to 12 and from 2 to 4. -_Be 
sides light and heat the Chicago public li- 
brary furnishes pure air, washed by elabo- 
rate machinery, pumped to all parts of the 
building, and then drawn off, so that with- 
out a perceptible draft fresh air is always 
in circulation. The stifling condition of for- 
eign libraries {s one of the greatest draw- 
backs to their use by American students. 

The Chicago library has a supply of light 
literature, of magazines not strictly scien- 
tific, and of daily newspapers. Most Euro- 
pean governmental! libraries make no at- 
tempt to meet a demand for these things. 
Moreover, the Chicago library, like most 
American public Hbraries, is a circulating 
library. In Europe it is left to private en- 
terprises to meet the demand for books to 
be drawn out. Chicago not jonly has a 
central circulating department, but many 
branch reading rooms where exchange of 
books is made daily by a special service. 
Any one can buy for a modest sum a com- 
plete catalogue of the Chicago public library. 
Such a thing is considered a luxury in other 
countries, and no attempt is made to furnish 
catalogues. Sometimes there is not even a 
-atalocgue which may be consulted by the 
visitor, all information being) reserved for 
the use of the staff. 

Considering these expenses which Amer. 
ican custom requires, but which are unneces- 
sary elsewhere, the cost of light, heat, lighter 
literature, periodicals, circulation, and cata- 
logues, it is creditable to the library authori- 
ties that they should hawe accumulated and 
rendered aceessible a treasury of important 
books, so that the students in all lines find 
help in the public library. It it unfortunate 
that the United States copyright law does 
not designate the Chicago public library as 
one to which a free copy of every copy- 
righted book should be sent free. Then, to 
offset some of the extra expenses, Chicago 
would have one of the benefits which many 
foreign libraries share. Perhaps that will 
come some day. In the meantime Chicago 
owés a debt of gratitude to the citizens who 
are willing to assume and carry successfully 
the burden of administering the great public 
library. 


° PREVENTABLE ACCIDENTS. 

In its last accident bulletin the inter- 
state commerce commission renews its de- 
mand for the general adoption of the block 
system. The most disastrous accident 
which occurred during the three months 
covered by the bulletin was due, says the 
commission, to the striking failure of the 
train dispatching system. An operator at 
a small, lonely station, who had been on 
duty all the day and more than half the 
night, fell asleep. That sleep caused 
thirty-four deaths. If the railroad of 
which the overwérked operator was an 
employé had had ‘the block system in a]! 
human probability there would have been 
no collision and no killed-and injured pas- 
sengers. The accident was so costly that 
the money spent in installing the block 
system would have been a most profitable 
investment. 

A few days ago there was a bad acci- 
dent on another road. A passenger and 
freight. train collided, and many passen- 
gers were killed. For some reason not 
yet stated an operator failed to give the 
conductor of one of the trains the orders 
which if he had received them would have 
prevented the disaster. The railroad of- 
If they had not 
trusted to the train dispatching system 
there -would have been no accident to in- 
vestigate and no bills to pay. 

The block system is not 
safeguard against casualties. A _ recent 
melancholy..accident in England is suffi- 
cient evidence of that. It is not enough 
to adopt'the block system. 
must be compelled to live up ‘to it. The 
slightest failure to come up to the mark 
should be followed by dismissal. Then 
there would be a notable decrease in the 
number of accidents, of railroad mortality, 
and of railroad damages. 

The interstate commerce 
should keep on preaching the adoption of 
the block system until it shall have car- 


ried, its point.

AMERICAN SOCIAL IDEALS. 

It is easy, but it may be extremely unfair, 
to identify the ideals and manners of a class 
with those of the mass. Mrs. Edith Whar- 
ton, in her novel, * The House of Mirth,” 
has realistically depicted the low ideals and 
vulgar lives of a certain unwholesome but 
conspicuous class of American society, the 
members of which gravitate chiefly between 
New York and” Newport. Prof. Charles 
Waldstein, in his elaborate review of Mrs. 
Wharton’s book in the North American Re- 
view, under the title “ Social Ideals,”” most 
untruly and unjustly writes as if “ The 
House of Mirth ” were a faithful picture of 
American society as a whole, or at least of 
a large part of it. Doubtless many other 
readers have so considered the book. 

The way to find out what are the rea] 
ideals and lives of a whole people is not to 
go only into the mansions of the new rich 
or into the slums, but into the homes of rich 
and poor, of city dweller, of town dweller, 
and of farmer ip every part of the land. He 
who has done this knows the average Amer- 
ican man is-a widely different person from 
what Prof. Waldstein seems to imagine him. 
He is not solely concerned with getting gl! 
the money he can by fair means or fou! and 
with spending it for the purpose of gratify- 
ing vulgar tastes and anima] appetites. He 
is striving honestly to acquire a competency 
for himself and his family and to educate his 
children and equip them for their duties in 
life. He broadens his mentat horizon with 
books and newspapers and occasional trav- 
eling, and endeavors, according to his lights 
to be a good and useful man and citizen.

Similarly, the average American woman 
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is far removed 
frequent immoralities of the so-called 
“smart set.” She is chiefly oceupied with 
her dutiés as housekeeper, wife, and mother, 
which—those who do not know the true 
American home . to the contrary notwith- 
standing—she generally performs faithfully. 
She reads, and her literary taste is as cul- 
tivated as that of the women of any other 
nation. She finds recreation in society, but 
does not make it her chief occupation. She 
enjoys more freedom than the woman of any 
other country, and remains pure and whole- 
some. , 

It must, no doubt, be admitted that the 
manners and ideals of American society, 
using the term in its widest setise, are not 
what could easily be wishedtobe. But that 
could be truly said of the manners and ideals 
of every people that ever existed. The nu- 
merous societies for purposes of mutual cul-* 
ture that are to be found in every town and 
city, the great libraries, museums, art gal- 
leries, and educational! institutions that dot 
the land, the storm of public sentiment 
agaigst immorality and dishonesty in high 
places that is sweeping the country, should 
be sufficient evidence to one who knew noth- 
ing else about American society both that 
the manners and ideals of the “ upper crust.” 
are not those of the great mass and that 
the lives of average American men and 
women are steadily tending to a high plane, 
intellectual and moral. 


THE GERMAN BUILDING. 

To take one’s evening repast in the 
parks is a pleasure which many Chicago- 
ans do and, more might enjoy in summer. 
Most of those who enjoy this pleasure do 
so in picnic parties.- They may be seen 
in congenial groups toward evening 
spreading their viands under the trees 
and having a real though brief outing. 
Sometimes the party is a club of young 
people. Sometimes it is made up of two 
or three neighboring families. Some- 
times it comprises just husband and wife 
and baby. In any case the members of 
the party always return home bright- 
ened and refreshed. 

There are also restaurant accommoda- 
tions in the parks for those who do not 
cere for the picnic plan. In the three 
west side parks these accommodations 
are unsatisfactory, but in Lincoln park 
they are good and in the south parks 
they are excellent. 

Many people have discovered how 
much pleasure and rest can be derived at 
the day’s end from strolling for an hour 
under the trees of Washington park or 
along the water front of Jackson park, then 
taking a leisurely supper in the park re- 
fectory, and possibly winding up with ea 
boat ride on the lagoons. Perhaps the 
pleasantest place of all for the supper 
is the German building. It is a delight 
to approach it as well as to be inside it. 
From any point of view it towers among 
the trees in fine and bright colored out. 
line, while from within its vaulted 
spaces and decorated framework make 
the place seem like some royal dining 
hall finally turned over to the public. 

In this spacious people’s hall one may 
have nicely prepared food—a limited se- 
lection—served on clean linen. and at 
reasonable prices. The willows wave vat 
side the decorated windows, the iake 
chafes the shore a stone’s throw away, 
and the sounds of the city are lost to the 
ear. 

A knowledge of the actual dining ac- 
commodations existing in the parks 
should stimulate their increased use. The 
outdoor pavilion of the Lincoln park café, 
overlooking the boat landing, is certain!y 
a pleasant spot for dining, and Jackson 
park, with ‘its great stretches of land 
scape and water and its German build- 
ing refectory, is an especially attractive 
place for spending a few hours in the 
open and for taking a quiet supper at 
cost prices. Washington park, with its 
well managed refectory, is a close rival. 

The south park commissioners have 
surpassed all the other park authorities 
in their efforts to provide eating accom- 
modations. The have indeed set apart 
rooms in the German building where pic- 
nic parties may partake of their own 
lunches, eking them out with hot tea or 
coffee from the refectory kitchen. This 
building—erected first in Germany, chen 
taken down, shipped, and put up on its 
present site—is a happy memorial of the 
Columbian exposition. ‘It is also a: pres- 
ent- boon to a great number of persons— 
sometimes 150 to 200 at once on a Sun- 
day afternoon—who wish to satisfy the 
physical as well as the esthetic man when 
visiting the parks. 


TOO MUCH READING. 

The wise man was of opinion that there 
were too many books in his time, but he does 
not complain of tdo much reading of them. 
That is a habit, perhaps a vice, of this day. 
Mr.‘E. J. Baker, a Philadelphia gentleman, 
who read to excess, and even read while 
bathing, died in his bathtub the other day 
with a work on social evolution in his hand. 
It was shown at the inquest that he had 
heart disease and kidney trouble, from which 
he would have died sooner or later, but that 
his surfeit of reading had aggravated these 
diseases and thatthe took no care of him- 
self. Mr. Baker was accustomed to read a 
thousand volumes a year, chiefly on scien- 
tific and occult subjects, and sometimes was 
reading ten or a dozen atonetime. Such an 
intellectual orgy as this, book reading at the 
rate of nearly three a day, must have 
brought on intellectual congestion, followed 
by mental dyspepsia, which must have had a 
most depressing effect upon impaired physi- 
eal organs. He was a most excessive biblio- 
maniac. He did not obey the injunction of 
the book of common prayer, “ Read, mark, 
learn, and inwardly digest.”” He was an in- 
tellectual glutton, a gorger of books. 

It is possible that Mr. Baker took his 
reading too seriously and that if he had 
varied his literary pabulum and sandwiched 
in some pleasant essays, light historical 
romanees, or ever ephemeral summer fiction 
with the ponderous subjects which occupied 
his continuous attention he might still have 
been alive, for “ variety is the spice of life.” 
But there are dangers growing out of too 
much novel reading also—not dangers to hu- 
man life, for it is inconceivable that the 
reading of the novels of today could killany 
one, but dangers to personal comfort and 
domestic happiness. Mr. Charles Thorne 
of Youngstown, O., has had an experience 
of this kind. Mrs. Thorne was a confirmed 
novel reader. She drew novels from the 
library and bought novels and borrowed 
novels. From a simple, pleasurable form of 
evening entertainment it grew to be a habit, 
and at last the housework was entirely neg- 
lected. Domestic storms ensued, but Mrs. 
Thorne would not give up the novels. When 
matters came to such a crisis that Thorne 
bad to do the housework he rose in revolt 
and asserted his rights. Mrs. Thorne de- 
nounced him *«s a cruel monster and inhu- 
man tyrant. There was an out and out 
quarrel,. in which Thorne bere himself most 
manfully and at last chucked all the novels 
he could find into the fire. Mrs. Thorne left 
bim and went home to her mother. To add

But you might as 

well think that truth ie# to be found only 

attached to affidavits as to imagine that 

religion can be identified by labels. No mat-~- 

ter what syetem of classification we may 

use, there still is a great deal of true re- 

gion that gets through the meshes of our 
aleves. 

The higher you go in the scale of things 
the greater the difficulty in their classifica- 
tion. There are infinitely more shades of 
difference between men than amongst rocks, 
and when you come into the world of ideas 
an@ motives and attempt to arrange and 
label things of the spirit only ignorance 
feels itself capable of the task. : 

Since religion is neither a button, garb, or 
other inanimate thing, nor a style or cult, 
nor a theory or a philosophy, but is a matter 
of attitude of a life, ite classification is pos- 
sible only to the One who sees all hearts. . 

Religion is the recognition of vital rela- 

tions to the infinite; it is the finding in these 
relations of motives that seek to establish 
right relations to all things, to nature, to 
man, and to ourselves. A man fs religious 
in the proportion as he sets these relations 
first im life, as he sets the development of 
his own life, the cultivation of likeness to 
the best revealed, the application of the 
best thus cultivated to the good of his fel- 
lows, to the bringing of the kingdom of right 
relations in this world. 
-He is religious who lives up and lifte up; 
he is irreligious whe lives down or drags 
down. Vital teste are the only possible ones 
here. It makes no difference what your ac- 
cent or your garb; it makes no difference 
what your philosophy of the past or the 
future, what your familiarity with the fam- 
ily history of the Deity, the laws of life 
judge you by the tree of your life and by the 
fruit it bears. , 

Religion is not a type of mind; it is the 
trend of a life. A man may be a beggar or 
a king, hard headed or tender hearted, prac- 
tical or speculative, motor or sensory; it 
makes no difference what his temperament 
or tastes, he may still seek. the right, love 
truth, cherish high ideals, work in harmony 
with the infinite, recognize the spiritual by 
seeking to grow out of the base. 

Such a religion cannot be confined toa 
division or a department of the life. The 
segregation of religion to Sundays has been 
successful but in starving it to death. It 
would be a strange man who should hang 
out a sign saying, “This is my truthful 
day.”” He would not find the world espe- 
cially impressed with his honor on that or 
any other day. He who is not religious 
every day is not retigious. 

Such religion will not need to expressitself 
in garb. A man’s strength does not depend 
on the cut of his coat. The only thing in 
your clothes that particularly matters to your 
religion is whether the bills are paid. Yet 
there are a good many men-who feel sure 
they would go straight ™ glory if they 
should die with their religious coats on. 

A man’s placein another world depends on 
his progress in this. If there has been in 
him a life that has grown toward the best, 
if he has been morally what he has been 
physically, one developing from weakness 
to strength, from ignorance to wisdom, from 
the typically animal to the human, he is 
then ready for the next step in life; but if 
his life has been spentin gathering baubles, 
stilts, and paddings, titles and trappings, all 
these shall be étript from him, no matter 
how holy their names may be; and he shail 
stand a poor, dwarfed, undeveloped soul, 
unprepared for life because it has not lived. 

If a man would know whether he is re- 
ligious, let him not ask whether he feels 
tides of emotion, whether he has his name 
engrossed on charity... lists or church rolls, 
whether he be well armed@ for theologica? 
polemics; let him ask whether the supreme 
thing in his life is the finding of the good, 
the serving of the best, the will of the most 
high, the bearing of the fruits of love, and 
joy, and peace, of kindness, inspiration, and 
holiness. 

The things within make the things without. 
You cannot put your religion on. A new 
coat will not make you healthy. Turn your 
face to the light and you shall know the 
truth; set the things you know to be base 
beneath your feet; seek touch with the di. 
vine and infinite; leave life's doors open to 
the things that are lovely and ef good re- 
port; serve your fellows with a free heart 
and your religion will take care of itself.

O one on the better side of 70 can be honestly 
a believer in the “good old times.” They 
never existed; they are seen now merely 
through the vejl of romance, transfigured by 
distance and tradition. Mark Twain once 
wrote of a grumbler who was praising the 
past at the expense of the present, and con- 
ceived him taken at his word and deported 
back 100 years. When he woke up in the 


early darkness of the morning he had to strike’ 


flint and steel, and similar troubles pursued 
him throughout the day. There were no drains. 
there were no roads, there were no means of 
locomotion in those good old days. The laud- 
ator temporis acti is a humbug. 

But in some respects our fathers fairly can claim to have beaten 
os. It is probable that they had better manners if their morals were 
inferior, and it is.certain that they had more self-respect fn their atti- 
tude to their superiors. A hundred years ago there was no such thing 
as snobbery, and there were no snobs. These are the invention of the 
beautiful Victorian age. The relations of class to class in their eight- 
eenth century were defined and clear.

They neither aped the 
And the respect due to a lord was 
paid to a lord by all classes in much the same way that respect still 
is paid to a clergyman. It was recognized that rank. had a claim 
to.a certain formal] treatment. You treated broadcloth with defer- 
ence, and you my-lorded a peer of the realm. There was no sacrifice 
of self-respect in so doing; you were merely falling in with the order 
of your social world. 

That the attitude-of the social world was self-respecting is 
obvious from many well known facts. A hundred years ago the 
prince of Wales was warned off Newmarket by the Jockey club on 
indifferent evidence as to the riding of the jockey. A hundred years 
ago parliament turned his royal highness the duke of York ignomin- 
iously out of his place as commander in chief because of a scandal 
in which his. mistress was concerned. Is it conceivable that such 
strenuous and emphatic acts could have been accomplished if snob- 
bery or toadyism had existed? 

But the:growing wealth of the middle class was to change all that. 
Waterloo placed England easily first in Europe, and allowed a genera- 
tion of peace for the development of trade and commerce. The rise 
of the middle class in the social scale was the direct result. It came 
clamoring for recognition, and brought with it a disproportionate

It has been said that one ought to know something of everything, 
and everything of something. But, like every other rule, this needs 
explanation before dt can convey any definite meaning to the mind. 
The something, of which you should know everything should be e- 
It should give you an advantage as 
a worker in your own field. It should be uSeful, not ornamental. 
It should not be a matter of‘*vanity, but a matter of calculated utility. 
The something which you should know of everything is in the nature 
of things limited. : 

I remember a dear old garret, the mecca of childhood, where all 
manner of things that had passed their days of usefulness were 
stowed away. There was a rocking chair with two broken arms, 22

He pervaded mid-Victorian 
literature. And we have him with us today as pervasive as ever, if 
with changed characteristics, correspondent with the changed circum- 
stances. 

The fact is that plutocracy spells snobbery always. The class 
which has established itself on top always will receive deference from 
the class which is struggling up to gain admission to those ranks. 
There is no hope of admission to them without money; and hence 
plutocracy means snobbery. As we are the most plutocratic nation 
in Europe, we are also the most snobbish. If one wished to be amiable 
one might plead that the snob is by way of being an idealist. He 
reveres a social status which he does not possess. 

But, on the other hand, it is one of the most offensive properties 
to the superficial eye of the observer of social life. ‘“‘ Tommy,” said 
Byron of Moore, “ dearly loves a lord.” Your snob dearly loves a lord. 
But that is a detail in his character, for he has a perfect social code 
by which he directs his life. He has been in existence so long now 
that he has organized himself. He has become almost respectable by 
reason of his antiquity. And his opinions and ideals have obtained 


currency in all classes of the community. They have tainted the once | 


independent and autocratic views of the aristocracy. However stupid 
the aristocracy might be, it at least developed its own ideals and habits 
in former days. Today it has accepted the traditions of the snob.

Considering that the real estate market 
has entered upon the dullest pesiod of the 
summer, when brokers and large investors

While the week was not productive of any 
specially important transactions there was 
nevertheless much doing of an interesting 
character which also strikingly illustrated 
the broadening character of the market. 

Thus in the extreme southern part of the 
city there was the purchase of over a mile 
of frontage along the Belt rallway and Nine- 
ty-fourth stree@, and the acquirement of 
forty more acr& by John C. Fetzer at Ked- 
gie avenue and Seventy-fifth street; in the 
north branch 4istrict there was the big 
purchase by the Edward Hines Lumber 
company and a smaller purchase by the R. 
F. Conway company, and more purchases 
in the Austin avenue district In behalf of 
the Northwestern road. The acquirement of 
nearly the entire block between Thirteenth 
and Fourteenth, Robey and Lincoln streets, 
by John Hewitt, president of the Miehle 
Printing Press and Manufacturing company 
brought the west side into the limelight. 

In the way of downtown transactions there 
was the purchase of the fee under the Bon- 
heur building at 42-46 River street, and in 
apartment house properties there was the 
sale of the Forrestville and Oakland build- 
ings. 

There was something of a lull in the south 
Wabash and Michigan avenue districts, al- 
though interesting sales were reported along 
the latter street between Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth, in one of which St. Luke’s hospital 
paid at the rate of $1,620 a front foot.

Railroads a Big Factor. 

The railroads were prominent factors itn

SOCIALIST’S ATTACK ON KING - 
IS DENOUNCED BY BELGIANS. 


Members Attending Interparliamentary 
Congress Say Leopold Is Doing Great 
Work in Congo. 


[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
(Copyright: 1906: By the New York Herald.) 
LONDON, July 28.—The attack upon King 

Leopold and the Congo administration, made 
by M. Vandervelde, a socialist member of 
the Belgian parliament, at a public meeting 
in London a few days ago, has caused great 
indignation among Beigiane who are at- 
tending the interparliamentary conference 
here, 

That the attitude of the Belgian parliament 
toward the Congo is of especial importance 
at the present time is a fact to which Sir 
Edward Grey drew particular attention in 
the house of commons recently. Influential 
members of the Belgian parliament now in 
London hastened to disavow the views which 
M. Vandervelde had expressed. 


Praises King Leopold’s Work. 

M. Edmond Nerinex, who is vice president 
of the Belgian chamber of deputies, said: 

“IT don’t in the least degree agree with M. 
Vandervelde, and I Gon’t think that the large 
majority of the Belgian people and Belgian 
parliament agree with him. King Leopold 
has accomplished a great work for civiliza- 
tion in the Congo.”’ 

Senator Wiener, who is oneof the leaders in 
the Belgian senate and also one of the most 
distinguished members of the Beigian bar, 
spoke in the same strain. 

‘I cannot,” he said, “ indorse in any way 
the opinion expressed by M. Vandervelde. 
I didn’t agree with him when we discussed 
the Congo question at home, and I certainly

CHICAGO INSTITUTIONS IN GOOD 
SHAPE FOR AUTUMN. 


In View of Last Year’s Experience 
‘More than Usual Attention Has 
Been Given to Making Loans with 
the View of a Large Voltlame of Ma- 
turities at the Beginning of the 
Crop Moving Season—Weekly Bank 
Statement Good—Clearings Gain. 


When the autumn demand for money sets 
in Chicago banks probably will be well pre- 
parei for it. It is a common announcement 
among them that this year they have taken 
more precaution than usual to have loans 
and commercial paper fall due in October 
and November. It is, of course, a common 
practice to prepare for this season of the 
year, but the experience of last fall waa 
such that the banks have been preparing 
for tight money this fall ever since last 
April. The relatively high rate for money 
which the banks have enjoyed for nine 
months has been in part due to the fact that 
the usual return of credits from country 
banks has not been as free as in previous 
years. With this money still in the coun- 
try @nd with the preparations which have 
been made for an abundance of cash, Chi- 
cago banks should easily pass through the 
autumn period and be ablé to.care for busi- 
ness interests at reasonable rates.

B. L. Winchell on Crops. 

President Winchell of the Rock Island is 
quoted as saying: 

“Crop conditions are much better than one 
month ago. Precisely the right kind of 
weather came at the right time to produce 
record yields where an average had been 
ihdicated. In some counties of Kansas, 
where the crop had been practically aban- 
doned, the thrashing returns show an aver- 
age yield of 12 bu an acre, or not far from 
the average of the country. The state of 
Kansas is expectéd to produce from 70,000,000 
to 75,000,000 bu, and ‘has actually close to 
80,000,000 bu, according to nearly all the 
latest estimates. 

‘* Apart from the fact that corn isa month 
farther advanced than usual the outlook 
for the crop has greatly improved in the last 
thirty days. So it is with other crops. 

‘*‘“At the rate the new grain is coming in 
and in view of the magnificent outlook an- 
other car blockade is inevitable. We have so 
much new equipment that the congestion 
‘should be less severe tham last fall, but a 
crop like this means a blockade at terminals. 

‘‘Our July business is ahead of June, which 
was ahead of May. The July increase in 


last July, which was between $800,000 and 
$900,000. The end ts not in sight. Operating 
conditions are normal, except that we are 
charging heavily for maintenance of way, as 
was our intention. This we shall gontinue 
to do. We are making good progress with 
our extension and improvement work, though 
handicapped by wet weather in Arkansas.”

United States Steel stocks were notably 
strong and active in the industrial group, 
a circumstance which had little to do with 
the firmness of the general market. The 
other leading features in the same quarter 
were Amalgamated Copper, National Lead, 
American Smelting, and Colorado Fuel and 
Iron. Traction shares were steady on light 
transactions. 

Dealings in the London stock market were 
restricted to some extent through the occur- 
rence of two business failures upon the 
stock exchange, although these insolvencies 
are described as unimportant.

No doubt the reader, 
who looks on the map and observes the 
snake-like windings of the existing trunk 
lines marvels as to why they ever were 
built so crooked, but the reason becomes 
plain enough when it is realized that many 
of the cities from which these roads draw 
their industrial life-blood were located on the 
great rivers which then constituted the only 
highways of transportation. 

None of the great roads of today were 
bullt with any idea of catering to through, 
direct-route passenger traffic from Hast to 
West, but were merely gatherers-in of local 
traffic from these river-bank cities, with their 
alluring freight tonnage the main object 
sought. Thus it came about that the routes 
of all existing roads were crooked and ram- 
bling, taking the passenger to his destina- 
tion by routes that went round many a 
“Robin Hood’s Barn.” It must be remem- 
bered, too, that it is only within the last 
twenty-five years that the passenger traffic 
has reached gigantic proportions. When the 
steam roads were built the passenger was a 
matter of small consideration compared with 
freight, but today, with the increase of na- 
tional wealth and consequent increased ca- 


pacity for luxurious travel, the passenger. 


traffic holds forth alluring prospects of profits 
to any new road that will equip itself for it 
and carry the traveler to the end of his 
journey by a direct line, high-speed route 
that takes no account of and doesn't bother 
with freight on the same tracks.

quicker than is now possible. That is what 
confronts the existing steam lines today. 
The plans for the new, electric line con- 
termplate ample track space for freight as 
well as passenger traffic when the time 
comes to handle it. 

Such is. the railroad sftuation; here is a 
direct route between Chicago and New York, 
the greatest traffic terminals the world has 
ever known. Itis almost as level asa billiard 
table for more than half its length, and 
through its entire distance of 750 miles there 
is not. a single mile in which there is a rise 
of.more than 53 feet. How strange it seems

The roadbed will be the most solidly built 
of any in the world, the high speed of the 
trains necessitating new calculations on this 
score. It will be “ ballasted’ with crushed 
granite throughout its entire length, and 100 
Ib. steel rails will be used. 

Power houses will be fifty miles apart and 
will keep a “third rail’ constantly charged 
with 5,000 electrical horse power. Every part 
of the machinery will be in duplicate, so that 
no breakdown can possibly affect the run- 
ning of the high-speed trains. 

Some of these power houses are located 
near coal mines, the screenings of which can 
be had at such a low price that the total cost 
for power will be greatly reduced thereby.

Power derived 
from coal through direct burning under a 
locomotive boiler compares with power pro- 
duced from a central station and through 
electric motors, as 8 is to 8, and in favor of 
electricity. ’ 

When it comes to safety, electric power is 
so superior to steam that there is hardly any 
comparison at all. The danger from fire is 
insignificant, the danger from explosion elim- 
inated, and the danger from breakdowns due 
to crystallization practically done away with. 
It is weH known that a constant thumping on 
any kind of metal tends to make it crystal- 
line, with danger from cracking ever present. 
Everybody knows how a steam locomotive 


jolts and thumps, and it at once becomes 
evident why many railroad accidents occur 
on steam Hnes. On electric lines, the motor 
being rotary and working without any 
thumping whatever, it can be clearly seen 
how electric transportation increases the 
safety of every passenger, even when going 
at the highest speed.

We of pa- 
triotic America, willing to suf- 
fer and die for our country, 
have but dim conception of the 
devotion of the Jap to his coun- 
try. We can suffer, endure tor- 
ture, and die, but there are things which we 
cannot endure, even for God and country. 
Yet these things will the Jap endure gladly. 
Listen—this is a story. 

I have pieced it together, because no Jap 
will tell, least of all he who has endured all. 

As I said, we are occidental—and we 
cannot understand either the diplomacy or 
the devotion of the little yellow men. And, 
furthermore, it is a warning to white men, 
an object lesson in the craft, the guile, the 
foresight of the men who rule Japan. For, where men 
think years ahead, who work in ways unknowable to 
a white man, and who have subordinates with the 
courage, the devotion, the power of self-sacrifice to carry 
out their almost supernatural plans, white men would 
better think well of the future. 


There was a great general in Japan. This was 
years ago, before the Russ was humbled, before even 
Japan was assured of friendship in England and America. 
Even then Japan was preparing for war with Russia. 
We of the secret service know nothing of the policy of 
nations. We know the things we are sent to learn.

analytical chemist occupies an important and constantly 
growing field as the Nemesis of the guilty and the vindi- 
cator of the innocent. In many a celebrated murder 
mystery he is a most prominent figure. Upon him de- 
volves the solving of the source of many a long dried 
stain—whether it came from the veins of a human being 
or from those of a beast or bird—when the life of a fel- 
low man is dependent upon his verdict. 

When called upon to decide as to the nature of 
stains supposed to have been caused by human blood, 
the first step is to determine whether they have been 
caused by fruit or by paint or dye stuff. This is by 
no means a difficult matter. A strip of the stained 
portion is cut off and suspended by a thread in a tube 
containing a little distilled water. Gradually streaks of 
coloring matter will be seen descending to the bottom 
of the tube, forming a layer of deep red if the stain be 
recent, or of a reddish brown if the stain be an old one. 
Several strips are treated in a similar manner until a 
sufficiently dark solution is obtained. To this solution 
a littie diluted ammonia is added, which should not alter 
the color to either green or crimson, though it may 
brighten it a little. The solution is now boiled, when 
the color will be destroyed if blood be present, and there 
will be a dirty green precipitate. Any stain which is 
unaffected by diluted ammonia, but has its color de- 
stroyed by boiling with the formation of a precipitate, 
is due to blood. :

Spectroscope Detects Blood Stains. 

Since 1862 the spectroscope has been brought into 
play in the detection of blood stains. In that year it 
was discovered that when. light is passed through a solu- 
tion of blood and received upon a prism, the spectrum 
produced presents charaeteristic black bands, the eorre- 
sponding portions of the light having been absorbed 
by the coloring matter-of the blood. 

Although the recognition of blood stains presents no 
difficulty to the chemist, yet when he is called upon to 
identify the stains as having been preduced by human 
blood, the problem becomes extremely difficult. The 
best method known to modern science is micro measure- 
ments of the diameter of the blood corpuscles. Unfortu- 
nately the corpuscles of human blood may be confounded 
with those of the opossum, the guinea pig, the dog, and 
other animals. Hence it is quite possible for the micro- 
scopist to mistake the blood of a mammal other than 
man Within this range, for that of a human being. 
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Microscope Proves Cuilt. 

The microscope may enable us to determine with 
great certaimty that a blood is not of a certain animal 
and is consistent with the biloed of man; but in no in- 
stance does it, in itself, enable us to day that the blood 
is really human or indicate from what particular species 
of animal it,was derived. The bleod corpuscles in birds 
are #0 much smalier than those in mammals that they 
are easily distinguished. 

In a murder case tried in Ohlo 
it was claimed that certain spots on the hat of the ac- 
cused were from the bileod of a turkey and this was 
testified to by a number of witnesses. The corpuscles, 
however, were proved to be those of a mammal by their 
sige, these of a turkey being only 1-1894 of an inch, 
while they were clearly of a diameter within the range 
of human blood corpuscles. The accused man broke 
down under the weight of the damaging evidence offered 


by the expert, and was convicted and executed for his 
crime.

In another case where the stains on a man’s clothes 
were alleged to be those of a sheep he had been killing, 
the microscope showed corpuscles of sheep's blood inter- 
mixed with others wholly different from those in the 
blood of that animal, but quite consistent with human 
blood. Conviction followed upon the heels of this dis- 


covery, the murderer being a Kentuckian who had slain 
his brother tn a drunken brawl.

Photo-Micrography Corners Criminal. 

Dr. Jesetich, the eminent chemist of Berlin, made a 
life study of the application of science to the detection 
of crime and his success in the domain of photo-microg- 
raphy was truly marvelous. To him the police re- 
ferred every doubtful problem and the stories of some of 


the cases unraveled read like extracts from the memoirs 
of Sherlock Holmes. 


WHOSE MOUTHS ARE THESE?

The murderer, an tgmorant peasant, thereupon de- 
Clared that the evidence was produced by witchcraft 


and deeming it hepeless to fight against such powerful 
magic, acknowledged his guilt. 


Human Hair as Evidence. 


The identification ef human hair is a problem with 
which the chemical expert is often confronted in medico- 
legal investigations. Thanks to the advanced stage of 
micro-photography, it has been shorn of many of its dif- 
ficulties. Dr. Jeserich had to deal with a number of 
cases where the identification played an important part. 

About twelve years ago a murder of a most atro- 
clous character was committed in Westphalia, and a 
small white hair found upon the body of the victim, 
a young girl, was submitted to Dr. Jeserich for examina- 
tion. The police supposed that the hair belonged to the 
suspected murderer, an elderly man with gray hair and 
beard. A hair from the beard of the man was also sub- 
mitted for comparison. 

The photo-micrographs made showed a great resem- 
blance between the two hairs. Both had the same pith 
in the center, the same air channels, scales, and hollow 
spaces. But the expert decided that the hair was that of 
an animal, because, unlike human hair, the pith in the 
one suspected to belong to the accused extended nearly 
the whole width of the shaft 

Then the work of determining what animal the hair 
belonged to was commenced, Photo-micrographs of ani- 
malhair were compared and it was identified as that of 
a dog. From its color the hair was determined to be 
that of a yellow deg which was growing oid. It was 
circular in section and smooth, showing that it came 
from a smooth haired dog and from the point of the 
hair being unclipped, it was concluded that the animal a, 
hair had never been cut. The following description of 
the dog was forwarded to the police by the expert: 


“ An old, yellow, unshaven, smooth haired and com- 
paratively shert haired dog.”

Forces Murderer to Confess. 

On the testimony of Dr. Jeserich the aceused was 
set at liberty and a year later, a man owning a dog 
that answered the expert's description was arrested on 
suspicion. Two months afterwards he confessed to the 
murder of the girl.

Gottiteb Grae- 
ber wae arrested on suspicion and 
the box examined to find if the 
scratches did not form his name. 

The expert powdered the match 
box with fine htycopodium and then 
wiped it so carefully that the fine 
white particles remained in the 
scratches. An enlarged photo- 
graph of the box in this condition 
showed that the name engraved 
was not Gottlieb Graeber, but 
Adolph Langer. The latter was 
arrested and subsequently exe- 
euted for the murder. 

On another occasion the value of the spectroscope 
in criminal inquiries was successfully demonstrated by 
Jeserteh. .He was asked by the police to ascertain 
whether a certain old man, whose charred remains were’ 
found in the ruins of his home, 


nad been alive or not 
when the house took fire. 


With great difficulty ten drops of blood from the 
old man’s heart were obtained. On testing the blood 
by the spectroscope the spectrum of carbonic oxide was 
found to be absent. The non-existence of the spectrum 


proved conclusively that the old man was dead at the 
time the fire broke out. 


Foes to Counterfeiting. 


To the counterfeiter of bank notes, - photography 
and micro-photography have become deadly foes and 
successful forgery is becoming more and more difficult. 

Photography, only a few years ago, played a very 
different role and by its aid bank bills were counter- 
feited with a perfection that absolutely dazed experts. 
When, however, it was found that inks could be used 
that though invisible to the naked eye would come ‘out 
clear in a photograph, the danger was at an end. 


The word “counterfeit” printed in tnvisible ink 
across the face of a genuine bill prevents any attempt 
to reproduce it by photography as in any reproduction 
the damning word would be printed with the rest. 

One of the most successful exponents of the photo- 
graphic art of producing counterfeit bills was Jean 
Lebaun, a native of Gascony, who gave the French au- 
thorities more trouble during the fifteen odd years he 
operated than any other criminal of his kind. Although 
perpetrating the most ingenious forgeries, Lebaun man- 
aged to keep out of prison and made a fortune at his 
peculiar trade.

. HE oldest Protestant church in America, 
the Church of the Pilgrims, will celebrate 
its tercentenary on Aug. 1 at First church, 
Plymouth, Mass. 

This is the historic church of the pil- 
grim fathers. It was founded by the 
Puritans who came to America in the 
Mayflower. It was organized at Scrooby, 
England, 300 years ago next Wednesday by William 


Brewster, who took part in the original separatist 
movement. The followers of Brewster were perse- 
cuted as heretics and escaped to Holland in 1609, and 


in 1620 they migrated to America. 
The first church was built of logs in Plymouth in 
1622. It was in reality a fort, and was mounted with 


guns for defense against attacks by Indians. The first 
minister was Ralph Smith, sent from London in 1629, 
and his first assistant was Roger Williams. About the 
middle of the seventeenth century the first conven- 
tional church edifice was built. WAt that time John 
Rayner was the minister, and he was succeeded by 


John Cotton Jr. During Mr. Cotton's ministry the sec- 
ond church was erected on substantially the site of the 
present church.

Church Split on Question of Doctrine. 


The organization grew without interruption until 
the first years of the nintteenth century. During the 
ministry of the Rev. James Kendall, in 1801, the church 
was split on a question of doctrine, the Congregation- 


alists withdrawing, and the First church became the 
acknowledged head of the Unitarian movement in 
America. 

There was no bitterness between the Church of 
the Pilgrims and the Church of the Pilgrimage, though 
for a century both claimed to be the original First 
church, 

Dr. Kendall was pastor of the First church for 


more than half a century, being succeeded by Dr. Ed- 


ward H. Hall in 1859. Subsequent ministers of First 
church have been: The Rev. Frederick Newman 
Knapp, in 1869: the Rev. Bémund Q. 8S. Osgood, 1878; 


and the Rev. Charles Parker Lombard, 1888; the pres- 
ent minister being the Rev. John Cluckeson.

Center of New England Religious Development. 

Many churches have separated from First church 
since its organization, some because the center of pop- 
ulation for that vicinity grew away from Plymouth 
and others on account of the doctrines embodied in 
the original covenant. 

First Church of Plymouth is rich in historic asso- 
ciations, and was the center of the religious develop- 
ment of New England. It has been the recipient of 
many valuable gifts. At the time of the rebuilding of 
the present memorial edifice funds were contributed 
by various historical societies. The “outside commit- 
tee” for the receipt of subscriptions consisted of the 
Hon. John D. Long, the Hon. Winslow Warren, and the

Bell Cast in Paul Revere Foundry. 


In 1801 the bell was recast in the foundry of Paul 
Revere in Boston, and when the old church was burned 
the bell fell into the ruins, It was taken out. however, 
and recast in the Revere shop and pealed again in the 
steeple of Memorial church. For more than a century 
this bell served the town of Plymouth as a curfew, and 
in the spring, as soon as the herring begin to run, the 
bell gives tongue at 6 o’clock in the morning—one of 
the few old customs to which the Plymouth of the 
twentieth century clings. 


The new church, dedicated in 1899, is built of

at Friedrichstein, which is situated on.a high hill in- 
closed by dense forests. But Arolsen is the capital of 
the principality and is used as the winter residence for 
the royal family.

Glancing upward, a great bird was seen sailing slowly overhead, stopping sud- 
denly and hovering, it seemed to throw itself downward, and, like a meteor, it 
struck the placid surface of the lagoon with a resounding crash. Almost instant!y 
it rose with a struggling carp in its talons. 

Steadily the great bird ascended until it rose above the tree tops, and as the 
morning sun shone upon the glistening plumage, still wet, the strongly contrasting 
black and white of its plumage and the writhing fish held in those immense talors, 
it made a picture which indelibly was impressed upon the memory.

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Busy Big Men Hard to See: 


Callers Held in Outer Office. 


. QUIPMENT of a modern general office 
in Chicago, over the cost and equip- 
ment of ten years ago, easily has 
doubled in the matter of furniture, 
mechanical contrivances facilitating 

intercourse, and in the maintenance of the 
Outer office force of employés. 

Fifteen years ago there scarcely was a big 
general office in Chicago which was not wide 
open from the entrance door to the desk of 
the president, or head official of the business. 
Today there scarcely is a great institution in 
which the machinery of something approach- 
ing an institution itself is not involved in the

Chicagoan Resents Red Tape. 

In the present stage of business office evo- 
lution in Chicago there is a distinct difficulty 
in dismissing the average caller at the ante- 
room door. Years ago New York was forced 
to the inspection system of the outer office 
and the New Yorker long has been more or 
less reconciled to an outer office finality. It 
comes hard to the Chicagoan in these late 
years to start out for a talk with the busy 
head of an institution, only to discover that 
the usher in the general office wants to know 
who he is and what is his business before the 
usher is ready to ask the private secretary 
whether the private secretary will ask the 
head of the institution if he will see the wait- 
ing Mr. Smith. 

All this, however, is in the inevitable 
growth of business. In no other city In the 
world is it so easy for the average caller to 
reach so many general offices within so small 
an area as in the loop‘district of Chicago. 
With this proposition, it is reasonable to 
suppose that no other city under free and 
unquestioned access to business heads could 
offer such inducements to callers to appear 
to institution heads with trivial missions. 

The skyscraper was the first material as- 
sistance to the free and easy type of caller. 
It brought more people tothe immediate vi- 
cinity of the big general office and it made 
the way to all floorseasy of access. The man 
who, on the strength of a certain proposi- 
tion, never would have walked three blocks 
and up two flights.of stairs to see a man, 
would step offan elevator and cross a hall 
for the interview on the impulse of a thought. 
Neither time nor effort wé@s involved. 


* * 

Private Secretaries Are Necessary. 

Then, as partnerships broadened busi- 
nesses and as corporate bodies succeeded 
partnerships, managements were so divided 
that an usher Decame necessary in the recep- 
tion room in order to suggest which head 
of a department the caller would need to see. 
And as the pressure grew upon the chief 
heads of the institution, the necessity for 
private secretaries followed; and, with the 
pressure still growing, it became urgent that 
the business heads seek to share the Mispost- 
tion of the strings of callers with his right 
hand man, who had become more or less ca- 
pable of a discriminating decision. 

The net result today is that thousands of 
office callers under the old wide open régime 
of a few years ago are in open rebellion 
against the conditions which force them to 
take as final the decision of the private sec- 
retary that the head of thé institution cannot 
be seen. 

“What would you like to talk to him 
about?" is the one question of the secretary 
at which this type of caller revolts and shows 
temper. 

The caller feels that this Is impertinence. 
He wishes to tell the head of the concern just 
what that mission is. But he forgets that in 
the evolution of the private secretary that 
person whom he wishes to see in person has 
been the one source of insistence that his 
secretary ask this one quéstion! In many 
offices the private secretary would be repri- 
manded if he should go to his chief with the 
ecard of a caller without taking with him the 
character of the interview which the caller 


seeks. 


. * 

Knows the Employer’s Prejudices. 

Another phase of this question, too, is that 
in many lines within the jurisdiction of the 
private secretary he can give 4 more satis- 
factory audience to the caller than his princi- 
pal can find time to give. In months and years 
of association with his employer he has 
learned all the principal's prejudices, tastés, 
an@ foibles. If the call shall appeal to one 
of the prejudices of the business head the 
gecretary will “let the caller down” with

far more grace and courtesy than the busy 
head of the institution ie likely to do, while, 
if the mission appeals to one of the little 
foibles or one of the great business projects 
nursed by the employer, the secretary can 
be depended upon to take the name and the 
mission of the person more directly home to 
the person sought than the man on the name- 
less mission could hope to do. 

In the pressure of office callers of all types 
on al} missions the heads of the great offices 


possible. For example, some of the moet 
generous of men who are most open to sug- 
gestions of charities absolutely will not re- 
ceive such callers in office hours. They are 
in the position of serving a corporation in 
office hours, and with their charities a wholly 
personal matter, they insist on being ap- 
proached on a personal footing. But the 
average caller on such a quest is most likely 
to resent a secretary's question as to why 
he wishes to see the business head, overlook- 
ing the fact that in the question and its an- 
ewer at second hand the caller issaved much 
time and’ trouble, to say nothing of curt dis- 
missal in the end. 
* *s 
Bank Officials Easy to See. 

According to the nature of a great business 
the head of an institution needs this protec- 
tion of his secretary to prevent the squander- 
ing of his time. Perhaps the president of « 
great bank has fewer callers turned away 
than any other man representing such vast 
interests as concern’him. On the other hand, 
the president of a great railroad has as much 
need of the tact and discernment of his con- 
fidential man in dismissing callers as does 
any other man readily named. 

Taking one of the great banks of Chicago 
as an example, the secretary to the presi- 
dent estimates that he is not called on to 
dismiss more than a possible 7 per cent of 
all the callers who ask to see the president. 
Of this percentage, too, the larger part 
comes within the classification of the 
* crank.”’ 

In this office the invariable rule of the cec- 
retary is to ask the business of the caller, un- 
less the person is known to him. The nature 
of the office suite and the furnishings and 
the personality of the secretafy are suffi- 
cient to satisfy most of the crank visitors. 
As a man of bearing and ripened features, 
with a modulated voice that commands at- 
tention to himself, both his question and his 
decision stand for finality. Or if there is 
persistence in the caller, he is satisfied to 
retire with a “ Thank you "’ and the sugges- 
tion that he will call again. 


a * 
Has a Patent Wagon Wheel. 

In this particular case one of the insistent 
callers has a wagon wheel which he has 
patented and in which he yet hopes to in- 
terest the bank president. After three or 
fulir calls in person he was induced to write 
a letter to the president inclosing a pros- 
pecius of the invention. On the occasion of 
his ‘ast call, however, when the secretary 
told him that he did not know if the papers 
had been passed on, the inventor retired with 
the smiling assurance that he would come 
agair another time. When he does the sec- 


retary is now armed with the definite word 
of the president that he cannot consider the 
proposition In any light. 

The private secretary to one of the great 
railroads centering in Chicago hedges 25 per 
cent of the office callers from the president's 
time. The calls for the president of this 
road are about as diversified im character and 
as representative of types as are to be found 
anywhere. At the same time in this large 
percentage of dismissals the secretary is able 
to dismiss about as many satisfied callers as 
is possible anywhere else: Requests for trans- 
portation and for reduced rates in travel

Agents Are Most Persistent Callers. 

It is with the agent type of caller that the 
private secretary has most to deal. In most 
of the large buildings signs are posted warn- 
ing the canvasser away, but the threat of 
arrest for trespass is “‘ bluff,”’ as the can- 
vasser knows. The thickest skinned of them 
call anyhow, but not the thickest hided ov 
them all resist the secretary’s emphasized 
decision that the business head is not in. 

This office of the private secretary to the 
head of a great business is not easy to fill 
acceptably. When he has been given the 
general outline of his authority and duty 
there are many cases in which either his 
personal sympathy or his personal prejudice 
may leave him in an uncomfortable pos!- 
tion. If he be experienced in the handling of 
callers there always is a reservation within 
himself whether he is wise in dismissing the 
ealler on the grounds of personal appearance, 
for the reason that unexpectedly the caller 
may have something which later through the 
medium of the mails comes to the head's at- 
tention and interest, with the accompanying 
explanation that the secratary has “ turned 
him down” on one or two occasions. On 
the other hand, if sympathy appeals to the 
secretary and he goes against his rules, he 
is likely to suffer the reproof of his employer 
for bringing the subject into the private 
office. Not the least of a busy man’s weak- 
nesses may be shortness of temper, especially 
toward one of his trained employés. 

a * 


Tact and SKill Are Required. 

A calm exterior that shows neither cold- 
ness nor warmth, together with a ripened 
dignity, is one of the best working assets of 
the private secretary. Then all his tact and 
skill are required in order that he shall meet 
the disappointed caller on the best footing, 
leaving him to the least mental! friction at 
dismissal. The youthful secretary always 
is at a disadvantage in not looking the part 
of authority. He is handicapped, too, espe- 
clally if he has a desk that is a mere table, 
unlittered by papers and where a possible 
typewriting machine is in evidence. 

These things have been recognized in the 
evolution of the business office In Chicago. 
Riper mem are succeeding to the position of 
private secretary. The private secretary’s 
Office is becoming. a fitting anteroom. to the 
richly furnished private office of the institu- 
tion's head. The work of saving the time of 
a big institution’s heads rapidly is becoming a 
department within itself.

You may have 
millions and yet be the unhappiest man 
alive. But the average man or woman, when 
wishing for riches, does not wish for the 
fortune of a Rothschild or a Rockefeller. 
Enough wealth is wished for to secure one 
against painful poverty, or to afford the eage 
and the gratification of wholesome desire 
which every man and woman prises.

Not All Worship Money. 


There are exceptional people who do not 
eare for money. I know a young man who,

if he could make converts to Christianity, 


would sacrifice for this privilege the wealth 
of the whole world. I know a young woman 
who would prefer, above all other things, 
to be a famous novelist. She would be con- 
tent to be quite poor if she could have the 
artistic fame her heart craves. I know a 
rich man who told me that if he could hare 
the political. success of one among fifty of 
the comparatively poor politicians he knows 
he would give away his immense business 
interests. This man is known as a most 
successful business man, and is believed to be 
happy because he is rich. He is one of the 
most discontented men I know. Another im- 
mensely rich man, widely known for his 
gifts to education and religion, would give 
one of his ears could he, over night, be 
transformed into an eloquent and scholarly 


“preacher. 


And yet, in spite of alj this, the general 
run of men, the majority of the people, would 
fix their first choice on wealth as the most 
desirable possession. 

To him who wishes to be rich, and who is 
not fatuous enough to believe that he will 
one day stumble upon an Aladdin’s lamp, 
one piece of good advice can be given: Do 
something which large numbers of people 
will think worthy a reward. In other words, 
society pays for real or for fancied service, 
Apart from an Aladdin's lamp, or from @ 
legacy, which amounts to the same thing, 
society gives nothing for nothing. 

This is an irrefragible law of economic life, 
and you cannot escape it any more than you 
ean lift yourself.by your Doct straps. BServ- 
ice is the word,-from the king to the plow- 
man; and your service is rewarded in precise 
proportion as it is economically good for your 


fellow men.

“Unrewarded Genius” a Myth. 

Many shallow thinkers criticise this posi- 
tion of economic science by calling attention 
to what they claim is unrewarded genius. 
Johannes Gutenberg, the inventor of print- 
ing—the greatest material and intellectual 
benefit perhaps of all time—was putin jail for 
debt, and had to flee from the wrath of the 
ignorant burghers who thought he was deal- 
ing in witchcraft. The first user of angzs- 
thetics died poor. The greatest of the 
first Buropean scientific discoverers were 
harassed and often put to death by wind 
governments, and were believed by the peo- 
ple to be limbs of Satan. Imnumerable in- 
ventors have died poor. Mozart died in vir- 
tual want. And the list could be extended ad 
infinitum. 

But why was all this the case? Because 
society refused to reward men who had done 
for it great, useful, or noble services? Posi- 
tively no. The men mentioned above had not 
done a service for society. In fact, they did 
what society, In their day,regarded not a4 4 
service but as an evil thing, or a thing of no 
value.

Since the agitation in 
favor of rate regulation the field of activi- 
ties of the diplomatic service has broadened, 
and some of the most valuable work that is 
done for the road is done by the adroit men 
who earn their salaries primarily by securing 
paying business for their émployers.

Passenger Traffic Now Important,

Hire Regular Press Agents.

The result is that the railroad business now 
offers the aspiring young man a few more 
chances than It used to, and in Chicage, the 
rallroad cemter of the United States, those 
chances are more numerous than they are a 
any other city in the countrp,

Piece Worker Hustles 


‘and Gets Worst of the Deal. 


By C. D. 


IECEWORKERS work harder to earna 
given amount of money than the fixed 
wageworkers. They have been going 

+ along for years and years and never 
knew it. 

There isn’t a question but what the piece- 

workers to a man,woman, or girl, will concede 


the truth of the proposition now that the

revelation is made; and as for the fixed wage 
earners, whom it adversely affects—well, 
they may scoff if they like, and, come to 
think, they usually have more time to scoff 
and discuss abstract propositions any way 
than their fellows, the pieceworkers—but 
figures don’t lie. The revelation is supported 
“By a plain array of figures. 
With the chance to earn a trifle more than 
‘ Rile fellow, the fixed wageworker, the piece- 
* worker has been going along these years and 
years at breakneck speed in the vain de- 
lusion that he was stealing a march on his 
fellow. 

In factories where all are pieceworkers 
the fact is not noticed so easily. Such shops 
are few, however, as with almost any piece- 
work shop there always are incidental duties 
that cannot be apportioned on a piece basis. 
The shop employing about an equal number 
of each class is best to draw the comparison 
from.

Why Should Injustice Exist? 


But why should the worker who is alive 
with energy receive no more than the worker 
who is taking things more leisurely, or, in 
ether words, why should the pieceworker find 
it necessary, to earn his $1.75 or $2, to work 
#0 much harder than the other fellow re- 
ceiving the same amount? It would seem a 
fairly conclusive proposition, either that the 
latter does not earn his wages and is paid too 
much, or that the former «arns more than 
he gets. A system that will permit of such 
incongruities certainly cannot be a fair and 
equitable one; and yet the same condition and 
arrangement may be found in almost any 
shop or factory where piecework is in vogue. 

After a careful study of the matter the 
Feason for the inconsistent arrangement is 
‘mot so hard to trace. It is due to the selfish- 
mees of the employers. It seemis a hard 
word, but it's none too hard to fit the case. 
The employers realize the difficulties in the 
way of blending the two schedules into a 
harmonious system, that is to say, without 
in the one case running counter to a more or 
less established code, or in the second, coun- 
ter to their own preconceived notion of profit. 
Hence, in arranging his system the employer 
ignores all physical effort bases of pay ar- 
vangement—and with the one class at least 
also ignores the actual results in his compu- 
tation as compared with the net results of the 
whole. If the regular fixed wage earner turns 
out a little more or less work, or considerably 
more or less, it does not worry him, for by 
the arrangement of his system it does not 
@ffect his net results one way or the other.

MarvYet Rate for Day Workers. 

He knows there is a kind of a market rate 
for his class of day workers and he pays it— 
sometimes it is the lowest prevailing rate, 
@nd again it may be the highest prevailing 
rate. The difference may be a few cents. At 
a@ny rate it is not much. It is enough, how- 
ever, to create the general impressionamong 
his other help, too, that he is a liberal em- 
ployer. Once in a while, however, it may be 
gaid candidly to oe pure liberality that

wageworkers in his employ for a satisfac- 
tory rounding out of the System, your up te 
date employer will next figure on the cost of 
the materials going into the manufacture of 
his article; and then he will jot down a fair 
allowance for rent, power, wear and tear, 
light, ete. Having these items properly 
listed, he will then do a little figuring on the 
side as to the marketing price of the article 
of his manufacture. He will be as strong as 
he dare be with this item—figuring safely 
near the lowest likely point. Having accom- 
plished which, he will next do considerable 
tall figuring as to what a reasonable profit 
ought to be. 

If he cannot bring himself to jot down the 
figure he really thinks himself entitled to, he 
will jot down a figure that he.isn’t ashamed 
of anyway, and will let it go at that. Then, 
with a final complacent glance at the last 
item he will proceed to tabulate something 
like this:

This is the mode of his figuring, and on 
their face the figures do not seem so bad. 
Each of the two classes of workers is al- 
lotted a similar sum—to wit: $175. But here 
is where the distinction comesin. The fixed 
wageworkers have no stated task, while 
with the pieceworkers it is necessary for each 
to turn out twemty-five of the articles before 
he can claim his $1.75. This is at the rate 
of 7 cents an article. 

If he fails to get out the required quota he 
is told that with time and practice he wil] 
acquire speed and knack and be able to turn 
out as many as the best of the workers.

PieceworKer Tries to Get Up Speed. 

If the dllowance seems too utterly inade- 
quate the employer in some instances will 
give it a slight hoist, but more often he will 
allow the workers to worry along and acquire 
‘knack and speed,” counting on the delusive 
prospect of an eventual higher earning ca- 
pacity as the incentive. With the same de- 
gree of energy applied to his work as the 
average wageworker applies to his the piece- 
worker would earn a great deal less. 

It cannot *»be denied, of course, in conee- 
quence that it is good business for the 
employers to work the plan forall it is worth, 
but a fact it remainge nevertheless, and this 
is the contention made at the beginning of 
this article that the pieceworker works much 
harder for his money than the fixed wage 
worker. The latter may step over to the 
pieceworker’s bench or machine for a pleas- 
ant little chat and his pay goes on just the 
same. Neither he nor the pieceworker, how- 
ever, suspect that as a plain matter of fact 
the latter is paying for the chat. But let the 
pleceworker’s arm cramp or the machine stop 
for a few moments and the pay fails to go on. 
And so, all in all, where the disadvantages 
are ©0 pronounced with regard to the plece- 
work proposition, the question would seem 
to arise, why @o so many workers seem to 
favor the piece plan?

Story of Successful Man. 

The story of the Successful Man is quite 
the reverse of the Failure’s. He was born 
in a large eastern town, educated at the com- 
mon and high school, began to work at 20 
years of age, and had worked steadily ever 
since—fifteen years in all. He began humbly 
at the bottom and worked up. 

He had no pull, no outside help of any 
kind. He worked up on his own efforts. He 
never lost a job in his life. He quit often— 
he wasn’t one of the steady, old fashioned 
kind—but when he changed jobs it was al- 
ways to go to one better than the one he left. 
There was no question of luck about his 
career. When he saw a thing that he wanted 
he went out after it. Often he failed, but 
this only served to make him all the more de- 
termined. If he failed in a small thing he 
went after something larger. There were no 
vacant spots in his career, although many 
setbacks. He always was busy} whether as 
worker or a seller of some kind of work. He 
got into his present place directly through 
his own efforts as a salesman on the road. 
He was selling the bulk of a firm’s product. 
He had won this trade by his own work. He 
went to his firm and demanded that he be 
made a partner. They refused. He at once 
opened negotiations with another house. The 
old one came to time and made him a junior 
partner. In/another decade he will be head 
of the house, and in the prime of his life. He 
is the Successful Man, and he knows it. 
Which same is a trait of the successful man. 

- . 
Difference Between the Two. 

What was the great difference between 
success and failure as exemplified in these 
two personalities? Aside from the question 
of inborn qualities or lack of them, it is un- 
doubtedly the ability to apply oneself to one’s 
work, whatever it is. To concentrate one’s 
entire energy on one thing and follow it out 
to the end—this certainly is the mark of the 
successful man. 

As far as character might be read, there 
were just as great possibilities in Failure, in 
the beginning, as in the Successful Man, 
The capacity for success wasthere. To bring 
success from it there was needed only the 
intelligence and will power to apply to one 
particular line of endeavor to the exclusion 
of other lines and distracting habits. Prob- 
ably at the root of this there lies overwhelm- 
ing ambition, so ambition must not be left 
out; but most men are born ambitious. There 
was the question of force, but force is largely 
a matter of development. There were other 
discrepancies, but to be short and sum the 
matter up as tersely as possible, one of the 
two knew howtowork. He was the Success- 
ful Man. 


The Failure. 


OU don’t have to go far to find him 
or his kind. If you walk south on 
Clark street in the daytime you will 
meet him; if you remain in the down- 
town district any night until the the- 

aters and stores are closed and the saloons 
are the only places open, you will meet him. 
He is neither nice nor pleasant company. 
If you had your choice of the matter you 
would prefer not to meet him, but as he 
presents himself to you, unshamedly asking 
you for “ the price of a bed ”’ it is impossible 
for you to avoid him. His name is legion 
and his religion persistency, which, if applied 
to other and better causes, would have kept 
him from acquiring the title of failure. But 
here is the first, the greatest, and the all 
important difference batween the man whd 
fails and the man who succeeds. The fail- 
ure does not Know how to apply himself. 
The successful man does. The failure is not 
necessarily without his capacities. Often 
he is entirely capable to fill a good position 
in the world. But if he is he is‘ waste 
power’’ in the world of industry, for he 
doesn’t know how to use himself.

Mark of the Amateur Beggar. 

The particular Failure in the case came 
shuffling shamefacedly and with uncertain 
step over the pavement from the sheltering 
shadows of a corner building. He was quite 
ashamed, and his nerve was not quite good 
enough to make his “ brace’’ quick and ef- 
fectual. And by these signs it was easy to 
read that the world of beggary and disre- 
spectability was new to him, and that the 
calloused, steel plat@d, rhinoceros hided 
nerves and sensibilities of the real beggar 
were yet to be acquired. He was new in the 
game of the underworld, yet he had “ fail- 
ure’ written out In unmistakable characters 
in every: line of his face, in the hang of his 
head, the droop of his shoulders, the shuffle of 
his feet, the bend in his knees, even in the 
hang of the clothes on his body. He was 
Failure in person, come to ask for the price 
of a bed or meal, come to beg abjectedly for 
that which he could not, would not, or hadn't 
been permitted to get by self-respecting 
work.

“It’s a case of hard luck, of course,’’ said 
the calloused citizen who was buying the 
meal, “‘ but go on, tell us just what led up to 
your being down and out. For you are dcwn 
and out, aren’t you?’’ 

“Down and out,”” agreed the Failure with 
his mouth full of potatoes. Then he talked 
and gave excellent opportunities for studying 
him as he was. And he was failure in per- 
son, not merely one particular failure but 
a condensed type of all the miserable white 
failures since the beginning. His face was 
not bad, his manner was not bad, the look In 
his eyes was not bad. There was nothing 
unfriendly in his expression. He was cowed, 
but he never had been vicious. There were 
good qualities in his face, he was good na- 
tured, tolerant, friendly, human, and—woe 
unto him—easy going. He would steal, judg- 
ing from the way in which he furtively eyed 
the nearest watch chains, but no man knows 
that there is a law when his stomach is 
empty. He was quite dishonest in most parts 
of his story, judging from the manner in 
which he contradicted himself constantly.

The dice, faro, and roulette are the princi- 
pal games of the gambling house and consid-

“squeezed wheel” in roulette in just the 
trae hee that the gambling housé keeper 
has not recognised that he cannot indulge 
them because of the fear of detection. ‘T he 


gambler holds to the gambler’s view of the 
gambler—and it is not complimentary to the 


profession. 
That the gentleman gambler is justified in 


his attitude toward the gentieman player, 


too, has been shown in the New York reve- 
lations. There one gentleman player, loser 
to the extent of $300,000, compromised with 
the “ bank” for 180 bills of $1,000 denomi- 
nation. There a gentleman player who.had 
lost. $69,000 to the bank tried to compromise 
on $20,000, but was in a position where the 
bank could hold him. How much the gam- 
bler king may loan and lose in the course of 
& year scarcely can be approximated: ‘Nhe 
gambling debt is “‘a debt of honor,” and 
even in business not all such debts are paid. 
Whether a borrowed debt or a debt of loss 


to the “ bank,” this honor is the security— 


unless in emergency the gambler king dis- 
covers that he can blackmail w)th safety 
to his interests as a whole. 

In general the gambler who is “on the 


square” operates on a 10 per cent basis for 


his bank. In addition there is the “ uh- 
known per cent” which is his at the end 
of the year. The roulette wheel, for exam- 
ple, presents to the player just one chance 


in thirty-seven of winning on a single play, 


while the winning on that play is paid in the 
proportion of only 34 to 1. 
- » 
More Nerve to Win than Lose. 

The one great characteristic in human na- 
ture on which the gambler counts is the 
fact that it requires more nerve in a man 
to win than is required of him to lose! It 
is startling for the layman to be told that 
$5,000 in a night ts a big winning for a 


player, while $5,000 is only an ordinary loss 


in a big establishment. 

This fact is based in subtle psychology. 
There are two types of players, one of which 
gambles when it is in a state of elation and 
the other out of a stage of depression. With 
either of these types winning it is a gam- 
bler’s observation that the man who will 
play until he has lost $25,000 when luck 
hopelessly is against him cannot hold him- 
self to the chair after he is $5,000 winner. 

Gamblers have made money—fortunes—in 
times past, only to be buried in the potter's 
field. There are several reasons assignable 
for this end. Extravagant living appeals to 
the gambler, and when he has left his own 
especial line of gaming it does not appeal to 
him strongly as either pastime or means for 
recouping his fortune. If he turns to gaming 
at all it is likely to be in fields where he does 
not knew the game. Sometimes he goes to 
the board of trade—sometimes to the stock 
market. Playing there he is without sys- 
tem and without knowledge of conditions. 
He its likely to bull the grain market two 
days after the weather conditions have as- 
sured the greatest grain crop In history. 

Once a gambler, always a gambler, is his 
condition, and it only is @ matter of time 
until some one has a game which beats him 


out.

The known physiol- 
ogy of plants does not explain the phenom- 
enon, but those who have seen the results 
of the experiments with ether and chlore 
form attest to the reality of the results. 


May aluminium multiply and increase ts 
the prayer of many a man of commerce, 
The shortage of this valua- 
New Froces3s ble metal and the large ef- 
for Ma*ing forts to supplement present 
Aluminium. ™**"4 of supply give impor- 
tance to the experiments for 
commercially separating the metal from the 
bauxite clay. Since the electrolytic method 
Was shown to be feasible commercially the 
trade in aluminium has expanded immense- 
ly, so that the present output is estimated 
at 8.000 tons as compared with eighty-five 
tons seventeen years ago. The price has de- 
ereased to about one-eighth of the former 
rate. The uses for aluminium increase dally, 
mot only in the motor car industry, but also 
{nm railway carriage work and in the casting 
of iron and steel, aluminium direct from the 
bauxite. Machinery of something like 50,000 
horse power at present is required to operate 
’ the aluminium industry, but this shortly will 
be augmented. The new Betts patent, which 
originated in Uncle Sam’s realms, indicates 
the direction wherein the dndustry again 
may be revolutionized. It ig said that the 
impure alloy is used in a bath of molten 
eryolite containing aluminain solution, while 
pure aluminium forms the cajhode.

The 
energy received from the sun is radiated by 
the earth back into space. If the sun should 
grow hotter the earth would have to grow 
hotter, too, to keep a balance between radia- 
tion received and sent out. If the sun’s radia- 
tion of this energy or heat upon earth is 
measured from day to day and is found to 
fall off 10 per cent, say, today, a week or more 
will be required before the consequent fall 
of the temperature will be felt in our cli- 
mate. Then would follow what would be 
called a cold May, and the sun and earth are 
Such tremendous bodies that observers of 
such phenomena feel justified in supposing 
that the cold spell is likely to continue some 
time: In fact, a variation in the sun’s radia- 
tion has been found thus far to occur only 
two or three times a year. 
Hence when such a change definitely ts 
- @stablished it will be possible to predict 
whether the approaching season will be hot 
or cold, wet or dry.

AWYER GOOCH bestowéd his undi- 
vided attention upon the engrossing 
arts of his profession.

tune in tools. One typical old carpenter saw 
me and my outfit and there was more con- 
centrated disgust on his face than there is on 
the face of a coon dog who suddenly discovers 
his coon is a skunk.

Goin; Into the Calf Busine:s. 

Having determined not to work any more, 
I sought other ways of making money. I 
walked uptown, and hadn't gone far when 
I saw a butcher shop and the butcher hap- 
pened to be hanging a veal out on the hook 
in front. I stopped and asked him what he 
would pay for another calf like that. He 
told me.

I drove along until I eame toa deserted 
barn, in which I swung up my two calves, 
cut their throats, dressed them, and delivered 
them to the butcher, charging him $16, and 
making $5 profit before ncon. That was 
pretty fair for an amateur, so I started out 
again in the afternoén. At night I was $9 
ahead—besides the experience. 

I knew it was a good business, so decided 
on a plunge, buying a good horse and wagon 
and renting a place to kill the calves in. 
Calves were plenty and the demand for veal 
good. I could se:l all I could get hold of at 
a profit. All I feared was that some one 
would get wise to my game and go into the 
business. So I hired a Polock butcher, who 
couldn't speak English to do the killing, and 
kept him busy. I killed ten, twenty, some 
times twenty-five calves a day, and was be- 
ginning to rival the weef trust. I was fur- 
nishing hotels, restaurants, butchers, steam- 
ers, and markets, and making money fast. 

Buying calves at $3 to $5 and selling them 
at $7 to 89 was good business.

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Further Search Will Develop Stariling Things. 
In making this sudden announcement to the world, 
not only the scientist and explorer will appreciate the 
position Of this paper in the matter of the scale of 
miles, altitudes, geological formations, inhabitants, 
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fiora and fauna of the country, but the official surveyor 
of Macoupin county, UL, even, must be impressed with 
the difficulties attending the expedition, and the small 
inaccuracies which must creep in through the hasty 
use of the quadrant, the surveyor’s chain, and the 
plummet line. Later and more scientific research in 
this strange country naturally will develop other start- 
ling things, but so far as the essential truths of this 
new land are concerned THE TRIBUNE'S expedition stands 
sponsor for this layman’s delving into the secrets of 
elemental things. concerning the unknown in the 
earth’s crust.

Boldest Geologist Must Pause for Bearings. 


Searching for geological strata in these earth for- 
mations, the boldest geologist must pause for bearings. 
Naturally, the student of nature would be inclined to 
look upon Brick-can-a-land a8 of volcanic formation. 
Rut as far as the eye may judge its formation seems 
due to the precipitation of matter, rather than its up- 
heaval. It is as if some section of Martian cosmos had 
let loose and landed in mundane space as a challenge 
to modern science. 

In the main, two great mountain chains running 
north and south house in the valley lands of Brick-can- 
a-land. To the far north these mountain rdnges con- 
verge toward a narrow pass, which is at such eleva- 
tion as to make the possibility of scaling the hei¢ 
seem small indeed.

There is no revivifying effect in these 
muddy stréams which meander along the level 
lands of the valley, or pitch in muddy foam down 
the stony gorges and cafions toward ‘the open 
waters of the sea. The course of the main etream. 
which has been designated as the Rio Turbulento., 
almest is due east to the sea. until midway the 
great valley stretch MH is joined by smaller, swifter 
la Grantpark, just below the great falls of ‘the 
Rio Turbulento.

BEEFSTEAK AND KIDNEY PUDDING. 
—Two pounds of rump steak, two kidneys, 
seasoning to taste of salt and black pepper, 
suet crust made with milk in the proportions 
of six ounces of suet to each pound of flour. 
Procure some tender rump steak and divide 
t into pieces about an inch square and cut 
each kidney into eight pieces. Line the dish 
(of which we have given an engraving) with 
the crust made with suet and flour in the 
above proportions, leaving a small piece of 
erfist to overlap the edge. Them cover the 
bottom with a portion of the steak anda few 
pieces of the kidney, season with pepper and 
salt (some add a little flour to thicken the 
gravy, but it ig not necessary), and then 
add another layer of beef, kidney, and sea- 
soning. Proceed in this manner till the dish 
is full and pour in sufficient water to come 
within two inches of the top of the basin. 
Moisten the edges of the crust, cover the pud- 
ding over, press the two crusts together, that 
the gravy may not escape, and trim up the 
overlapping edges of paste. Wring out a 
cloth in hot water, flour it, and tie up the 
pudding; put it into boiling water and let it 
boll at least four hours. 
minishes always replenish with some hot in 
a jug, as the pudding should be kept covered 
all the time and not allowed to stop boiling. 
When the cloth is removed cut a round piece 
in the top of the crust to prevent the pud- 
ding bursting, and send It to the table in the 
basin, either in an ornamental dish or with 
a napkin pinned round it. Serve quickly. 

STEWED KIDNEYS.—Four kidneys, one- 

half a small onion, one ounce butter, three 
teaspoonfuls flour, pepper and galt to taste 
Cut the kidney in smal! pieces and rol! them 
in flour; chop the onion small and fry with 
the pieces of kidney in the butter until brown. 
Then add the pepper, salt, and enough cold 
water to cover them and stew gently for an 
hour. Thicken the gravy with flour a few 
minutes before done and serve hot. 

KIDNEYS A LA CROCHETTE.—Plunge 
some mutton kidneys into boiling water, open 
them down the center, but do not separate 
them, peel them, and pass a skewer across 
them to keep them open, pepper, salt, and dip 
them into melted butter, broll them over a 
clear fire on both sides, doing the cut side 
first; remove the skewers, have ready some 
maitre d’hdétel—viz.: butter beaten up with 
chopped parsley, salt, pepper, and a little 
lemon fuice. Put a small piece in the hollow 
of each kidney and serve hot.

CANADIAN CAKE.—Two cups each of 
sugar, water, and raisins, one-half cup of 
butter, ene teaspoonful each of allspice, cin- 
namon, and nutmeg, two teaspoenfuls of 
baking powé@er, two quarts of flour, mix and 
bake. 

SPIDER CAKE—One pint of sour cream, 
half cup of butter, half teaspoonful of soda, 
and as much salt, one teaspoonful of sugar, 
and flour enough to make a soft dough. Mix 
lightly, roll thin, cut into rounds, place them 
on a hot spider; brown one side, turn and 
brown on the other. Serve hot with butter 
and sirup. 

FRATHER CAKE—One cupfu! of sugar, 
creamed with twe tablespoonfuls of meited 
butter, one cupful of milk, with a tablespoon- 
ful ef cornstarch dissolved in it, a little less 
than one ard three-quarter cupfuls of flour, 
with two teaspoonfuls of baking powder.

Sash Windows— 

Have the disadvantages of not opening 
more tham half way, a serious drawback in 
our hot summerclimate. It is often said that 
French windows cannot be opened wide 
without Interfering with the curtains; but 
this difficulty is eas#ly met by the useof cur- 
tains made with cord and pulleys, in the 
sensible old fashioned manner. 

The real purpose of the window curtain 
is to regulate the amount of light admitted 
to the room, and a curtain so arranged 
thet {{ cannot be drawn backwaréd and for- 
wa.@ at will is but a meaningless accessory. 
It was not until the beginning of the present 
century that curtains were used without re- 
gard to their practical purpose. 

The window hangings of the middle ages 
and of the renaissance simply were straight 
pieces of cloth or tapestry hung across the 
window without any attempt at drapery, and 
regarded not as part of the decorating of the 
room, but as @ necessary protection against 
drafts. 

It probably is for thie reason that In old 
prints and pictures representing the rooms 
of wealthy people curtains are so seldom 
seen. The better the house the less need 
there was for curtains. In the engravings 
of Abraham Bosse, which so faithfully repre- 


sent the interior decoration of every class 
of Franch house during the reign of Louis 
XTITI., it will be noticed that in the richest 
apartments there are no window curtains. In 
all the finest rooms of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries the inside shutters and 
embrasures of the windows were decorated 
with a care which proves that they were 
not meant to be concealed by curtains. In 
fact, it would be more difficult to cite a room 
of any importance in which the windows were 
not so treated than to enumerate examples 
of whet really was a universal custom until 
the beginning of the nineteenth century. 

Tt is known of course that curtains were 
used in former times; prints pictures, and 
inventories alike prove the fact; but the care 
expended in the decorative treatment of wine 
dows makes it plaim that the curtain, like the 
portiere, was regarded as a necessary evil 
rather than as part of the genera! scheme 
of decoration. The meagerness and simplicity 
of the curtain in old pictures prove that 
they were used merely as widown shades or

Appropriate for country houses and full 
of artistic possibilities in color combirfations 
are the oll lamps made up of a pottery base 
with elther & Japanese Geisha shade or one 
similar in shape with flat panels covered with 
Japanese brocade or even with grass cloth, 
cretonne, or wall paper. The effects to be 
obtained are endless in variety and beauty. 
A base of soft fawns and browns has a shade 
of golden-brown Chinese brocade, a base fn 
which olive green and peacock blue are 
blended, one ef old corn color. 

A deep blue base has a Geisha shade with 
blue fleur-de-lis and green leaves; a dull 
green base, one of golden yellow jonquils; 

pand a blue and white Delft base one in blue 
and white cretonne. 

One may carry out so easily in this way 
the color scheme and character of a room. 
It is well to carry bits of draperies and wall 
hangings in selecting a lamp, so that the 
color combinations may be studied carefully. 
The lamp need not be found completely. Any 
jar or bow! of the desired shape and color may 
be chosen, and a shade made of any material 
preferred. A burner and oll reservoir may 
easily be adjusted. 

The leaded giass shades In all their glory of 
rich coloring, blue, greens, purples, and yel- 
lows, are used for reading lamps, banquet 
lamps, electric drop lights, and for hanging 
low over the table suspended by chains and 
concealing clusters of incandescent lights. 

Candlesticks and candelabra are made 
from the green bronze and underlying opaque 
green glass, with long, slender sterg lines 
and a decided suggestion of the cal¥x of the 
flower in the candle cup. One exquisitely 
beautiful bit was modeled upon the wild 
carrot, with its lacy texture and exquisite 
lines. Lanterns for halls are strong and dig 
frified in design, made frequently after the 
quaint models from foreign lands, dating 
back even to the original biblical lantern of 
Judas. 

They are made of copper, bronze, brass, or 
of a bronze and leaded elass. 

Lamps of quite a different character and 
almost as beautiful, even better adapted to 
certain surroundings, are those of Damascus 
brass. These are entirely orlental in charac- 
ter, but the variety in shape and form makes 
them possible for every place. There are 
reading lamps, tall standard lamps, and 


candles, hanging shades and globes for elec- 
tric lights, side lights, and drop lights, many 
of them original in shape. The base almost 
unvariably is of the damascened brass cov- 
ered with quaint figures of warriors with 
bow and arrows, hunters with their dogs, 
sailboats, and inscriptions, all doubtless full 
of deep meaning,“and telling interesting 
stories if one could but read. 

The shades may be of the same, but those 
on the oll lamps are more frequently of cut 
brass lined with a colored silk, which of 
course colors and tones the light. Bead . 
fringes are found matching the silk in color. 

The Benares brass standards, simpler and 
bolder in design, are not so expensive as the 
Damascus. 

For studio, den, or library, the quaint old 
swing altar lamps in brass and silver have a 
fascination all their own. With these in 
the antique shops may be found interesting 
old wrought iron and brass lanterns, cut 
brass globes, crown chandeliers of brass 
intended for candles, many of them distinctly 
Flemish in character, others Italian 
French. One interesting old brass lamp in 
the form of a star is said to have been an old 
Hebrew temple lamp. 

Modern ingenuity has found @ means of 
introducing tiny electric bulbs into mang 
of these so that they give a dim but interest- 
tng glimmer in dark corners, 

No light is as beautiful as candle light, and 
we have the candlestick in all shapes and 
sizes, in brass, wrought iron, pottery, and 
carved wood, from four inches high up te 
four feet, of ol Flemish and Italian design 
in brass and iron, with points instead of cups 
for holding the candles, to the extremely 
modern flower forms in green bronze, pottery, 
and mission wood. 

There are candelabra, circular chandeliers, 
small looking glasses with candles on either 
side, and branching sconces. Many of the 
old designs are copied in brass, wrought fron, 
and copper, and new designs continually are 
being made, the principal thought being for 
simplicity and grace of line and thorough 
artistic workmanship. If the more expensive 
lamp is an impossibility, it is possible always 
to have a simple metal lamp with a plain 
porcelain shade, and that is far better than 
the department store absurdities, especially 
if the base is dark in color, absolutely with- 
out ornament, and the shade soft and dull 
in tone to make the light agreeable.

When the parlor was a room set apart 
by itself into which the family seidom 
went, chairs ard sofes were selected with lHt- 
tle thought of affording ease andrest And 
even yet some strange incongruities are 
found in them. ° 

No plece of furniture ehould be selected 
with more care than the chair. It is noe 
enough that it should be pleasing tc the eye, 
it should be healthful, durable, and come 
fortable, An authority on this subject se- 
lected five chairs, the prototypes of which 
are still found in many of the living rooms 


and parlors of today, and characterized them 


as veritable monetrosities. 

A heavy upholstered chair without arms 
or rockers was denounced as the wcrst pos- 
sible from the viewpoint of health. Such 
chairs are dust catches and retain dangerous 
germe. THe three cornered chair was de- 
scribed as a freak apology, being, neither’ 
comfortable nor ornamental, while' the pate 
ent rocker and spindle work chair came {ga 
for their share of censure. It is not thate 
comfortable chair costs more than those just 
mentioned. In many cases It coste a 
deal less, and in nothing can good and 
taste be so easily displayed as in the selectiog 
of chairs, 


Another important feature of the parlor . 


living room includes the walle, the draperies, 
and the rug which should bear such a relation 
to one another that they will furn!sh a hare 
monious background for the rest of the 
nishings. : 

The color of the wall ts the all importang * 
thing, and this is mainly determined by the 
size, the position, and the Hghtness of the 
room. A modern parlor living room was pa- 
pered with dark green paper, bearing an al- 
most invisible conventional design. The 
large Wilton rug carried enough of the color 
of the wall to harmonize with it, while the 
draperies of a deep terra cotta biended with 
the other distinguishing color. The living 
room should havean individuality. It shoulé 
proclaim the characteristic taste of the owner 
and in the selection of the main features, ag 
the background and chairs, one has the best 
opportunity to display this distinctive mark, 
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That is slow in its development, that is 
heavy, that puts on fat, that sleeps the best 
part of the time, that is not disturbed by 
what goes on about it, takes little notice of 
noise and séonfusion, is slow to creep, slow 
to walk, slow to talk, should have every en- 
couragement and coaxing to activity, should 
be carried often into the light and air, played 
with, talked with, waked into movement. 

It never should be waked from sleep, how- 
ever, under any circumstances. Sudden wak- 
ing is able to transform the slow and lethar- 
gic child into a fatally nervous one, while it 
can set the nerves of the already nervous 
child to dancing and turh the most amia- 
ble child in the world intoa temper. 

When a child’s disposition has been in- 
jured in any way and it goes into outbursts 
it is inadvisable to attempt to appease its 
tiny wrath. It is not best to astonish it into 
good behavior, but to lay the child on 4 nurs- 
ery rug if it is warm enough, and leave it 
there, where it can do itself no possible harm, 
and go out of the room. Asa general thing 
baby will forget his rage in a few minutes, 
cool down, and, likely, fall asleep. Every- 
thing that can amuse such angry conditions 
as these should be avoided and the-.irascible 
baby must have his nerves soothed and his 
temper rehabilitated by having nothing to 
cross it. The helplessness and inertness of 
the newborn babe should tell all this without 
words to these who have him in charge. He 
is so delicate that he should be hardly han- 
died at all, so undeveloped that he must be 
left to increage like a seed germinating in 
the earth, so powerless that he must not be 
tyrannized over nor vexed in spirit. 


If a Little One— 


Has been mischievous and troublesome let 
it be forgotten when bedtime arrives. The 
evening should be clear of clouds so that he 
may start the new day brightly with no 
smart of yesterday lingering to depress his 
work and play. For the night time, too, the 
hours of sleep, the peaceful going to bed is 
most important. The child should retire 
with happy thoughts. This will conduce to 
refreshing sleep and happy waking. 

The most effective treatment ofmisde- 
meanor is that which shows the child the 
self-punishment of such behavior. The 
finger that has been in the fire burns, no mat- 
ter how sweet and forgiving the mother may 
be, no matter how she may bind it up and 


carefully tend the soreness. Thenatural law 
of cause and effect asserts itself, no matteP 
what our wishes may be about the affair. 
It is the same with burnt hearts and burnt 
heads. When we break the laws of love and 
of wisdom we are bound to suffer the resulta, 
be they what they may. Some one may try 
to shield, some one may try to allay our 
pain, but the sore and the scar remain. This 
is one of the most valuable lessons for young 
and old to learn. The remedy is with ou 
own development in love and wisdom. Ag 
we express love, as we express wisdom, 
harmonizing ourselves with the laws of God, 
we enjoy peace ourselves and we diffuse 
happiness to others.

May travel safely over land or over sea on 
a long ocean voyage ff he be provided with « 
strong, lightweight basket about two anda 
half feet im length and about one anda quar- 
ter in width, and a foot or more in deptth 
Pad the basket securely with the softest cote 
ton battting, over which a soft sheet of cote 
ton wadding is tacked in place or a thick, 
fleecy piece of Canton flannel.

When the temperature of the body or ex- 
tremities is lowered, or a sudden chill or quick 
change from warm to cold temperature is 
endured, take three or four deep breaths 
through the nostrils, expand the lungs to 
their fullest extenf, holding the inhaled air 
as long as possible, and then slowly exhale 
it through the mouth. In doing this the infla- 
tion of the lungs sets the heart into such 
quick motion that the blood is driven with un- 
usual force along its channels, and so runs 
out into the toes and finger tips, and sets up 
a quick reaction against the chill. In short, 
the whole effect is to stir the blood and set 
it in motion as from rapid exercise. 


The Nails. 


Soak them in warm olive oil, ten minutes 
for each hand; a woman can learn a language 
while holding one hand at the time to soften 
her nails.

@ecoration was the trailing of salender 
wreaths of smilax from the center of the 
high candelabras to each of the six low 
vases, where it was caught in the center of 
the flowers. These same g“riands of green 
were also trailed around the bath nymphs. 
All the bisque ware was in a delicate, creamy 
pink, the candles shading a little deeper and 
the shades being in a rosy pink. 

Most of this glass is opaque and of a reddish 
brown color, being the kind in common use 
over a hundred years ago. Its rarity is from 
the fact that when it was broken the pleces 
were resold to the factory to be taken back 
and worked up again. During the latter part 
of the sixteenth century efforts were made | 
to improve its color and transparency. | Some 
of it was made in evident Imitation of onyx 
and has white markings showing green when 
held to the light. 

Sometimes armorial bearings are found tn 
the side of a piece and also the date, pointing 
to the fact that the old families put down 
their own wine in them and had them made 
for their own use. Another decoration seen 
on the old time flat sided flask is a horse 
drawing a small wagon of coal on a railroad, 
with the words, “ Success to the railway.”’ 
Other scenes of the railroad work then being 
laid in England were also depicted upon the 
sides of bottles. i 

What is really of financial as well as his- 
torical value to the glass collector is a spe- 
cimen of old colored Bristol tn the beautiful 
cobalt blue were which has never been imi- 
tated. The shade of blue is a combination of 
cobalt, smalt and ultra marine, varying from 
a full color to almost black in ordinary light. 
When held to the light, hoWever, there ig a 
lovely richness to the shade. Large speci- 
mens of this are uncommon, but smaller 
pieces can be occasionally picked up-and are 
@ great addition to any cadllection.

‘*Jacobean”’— 

Is the old fashioned scheme of decoration 
and furnishing which is applied to a “* par- 
lor dining room." This is a dining room to 
which we adapted the characteristics of the 
old fashioned living room parlor. 

There is a fine example of old English 
dresser with carved moldings and prettily 
shaped panels on which are old plates, jugs, 
and candlesticks. There is a ‘ settle * stand- 
ing with its back to the window, the design 
of which is near that of the two handsome 
carved arm chairs, one of which is drawn 
sitting room fashion, out into the room. 
Variety is given by two chairs without arms 
which stand on each side of the dresser. 
The table is small comparatively, having the 
signs of general use tn papers and magazines 
scattered on it, and there is a chest of draw- 
ers at one side with a gilt framed mirror 
with post uprights hung over it. The walls 
are paneled and the ceiling raftered with 
a high plate rail just under the roof on which 
there are some good specimens of old china. 

A writing table in one corner and an old 
clock are a frequent part of the outfit of such 
a room, and there is no more beautiful form 
of furnishing than can be gained from the 
soft browns and cozy shapes of this period. 
It is beautiful, whether the idea of using it 


is a practical part of the plan of furnishing 
or just a make believe. 


Pberything— 

At table is passed at the left hand of the 
person seated and not at the right hand. 
A side dish or vegetable dish should not 
be held too high or too far away but on a 
level with the raised hand of the person 
seated. 

Plates wito the knives and forks upon 
them or with forks only should be removed 
from the left side also. A carving fork 
and knife should not be removed in the dish 
but a knife tray for the purpose should be 
brought to the table according to the Eng- 
lish way. 

When handing the dishes in the various 
courses a servant is not expected to make 
any remark as to their contents unlees in 
reply to some inquiry. A small serviette 
or thumb napkin should always be used 


A tablespoon and large fork should be 
placed by a servant in the entrée dishes 
previous to handing them. The spoom and 
fork should be taken from the sideboard. 
A tablespoon only is required when hand- 
ing vegetables except with such vegetables 
as asparagus and sea kale, when a fork alse 
is necessary. 

Vegetables should be handed by a servant 
a second time at a family dinner but only 
once at a dinner party unless speciaily re- 
quested. 

A servant should not ask a guest to have 
a second portion of any dish but should 
bring it at once if asked. 

In the family circle the mistress of the 
house is served first, then the daughters 4 
according’ to their ages, the master of the 
house, and the sons according to their ages. 

When a large dinner party is given the 
guests should be helped in the order in 
which they are seated, commencing with 
the lady seated at the host’s right hand. 

When a fork or spoon is asked for it should 
not be handed on a waiter but placed on 
the right or left hand as required. When 
@ tumbler or other dish is asked for it is 
handed on a small waiter.

Gorky’s Yiddish Play EE 
Meets Cold Reception. es 


By Franklin Fyles. 


New York.—[Special correspondence. }—A 
Donderous drama, overladen with weighty 
problems and dragged through a morass of 
words without deeds, had an unseasonable 
first performarice, Ite title was “The Bar- 
barians” and its author was Maxiin Gorky. 
It had been written originally in the Russian 
language, only to be prohibited in Russia, 
and then turned into Yiddish, that Russo- 
German-Hebrew tongue of the Polish Jews 
of New York, for representation in an east 
side theater. Listening and watching yielded 
little knowledge of the play to me; but there 
sat beside me a theatrical manager who knew 
Yiddish, and had come to judge whether the 
piece would have any stage value in English. 

* These two chaps are the barbarians men- 
tioned in the title,”’ he said, as a younganda 
middle gged man came into thescene. “They 
are engineers sent from St. Petersburg to 
build a railway in a remote province. The 
younger one is all right in mind, morals, 
and ambitions. His name is Cherkun. His 
wife, Anna, is a dullard, unable to compre- 
hend and share his aspirations.” 

After ten or fifteen minutes of inac- 
tive dialogue, an attractive young woman 
joined the group. “ That's this one,” and the 
manager pointed to a name, Nadyeshda, in 
the bill without risking a pronunciation. “She 
is a bright-minded, warm-hearted lady, as 
the talk about her has told, and she is falling 
deep—low, too, I think—in love with Cherkun, 
who discovers in her his soul's affinity. I 
wonder if Gotky has dramatized his own 
case of letting his unloved wife go and taking 
a congenial mate. If that isso, there may be 
something in it for the Broadway stage.’’ 


on 

When the curtain fell on the first act I 
asked him how the Gorky affair was getting 
along. ‘‘ The older barbarian—his name is— 
well, this is it,”’ and he indicated, Tzyganor, 
in the printed cast, “ heisa devilish old muck 
rake, and he means to incite Cherkun to 
drop Anna and take up this one,”’ and he 
pointed to the name of Nadyezhda. “ No, it 
isn’t Gorky’s own case illustrated, for the 
free love in thie instance is presented as 
vicious—not virtuous, as he holds his to be 
with the Russian actress whom he brought 
to America and introduced as his wife.” 

The upshot was that another lover of Na- 
dyezhda attempted to kill himself because 
she loved Cherkun, her husband went broken 
hearted and crack brained to an asylum, 
and she in remorse committed suicide, while 
Cherkun, convinced that the kind of civili- 
zation which he had brought from 8t. Peters- 
burg was barbarism, resolved to return to the 
capital with Anna and become a revolution- 
ist. His future seemed uncertain. Politi- 
cally, he might be sent to the duma or to 8i- 
beria, according as his luck ran. Connubial- 
ly, he was bound to an unafinitive wife. But 
there would be a compensation in not having 
to pronounce Nadyezhda, instead of Anna, 
whenever he called her, which would leave 
him more time to kill the czar. 

_- 

None but the most literary and artistic of 
people are as yet willing to accept stage he- 
roes who, at the close of the play, are left 
with any badin them. They may at first be 
prodigal sons, but at last they must return 
to eat virtuous veal at father’stable. Sothe 
Yiddish audience didn’t care for Gorky’s 
Cherkun, even though he promised to help 
annihilate the czar, for at the finish of the 
play he was neither loyal to his wife nor sac- 
rificial to his mistress. 

Ninety and upwards in every hundred like 
to have characters labeled plainly at the be- 
ginning of a play. so there gan be no mis- 
take about the contents. An Illustration is 
*“ Moths,” once in favor with Wallack’s audi- 
ences, and this week presented to Harlem as- 
semblages of unfashionable, yet intelligent 
folks. That drama is the essence of the Oulda 
novel, and therefore, at the extremest dis- 
tance from any reasonable apportionment of 
the vices and the virtues among its person- 
ages. The heroine is so good that she shud- 
ders over her social coffee with the bad man. 
She is so saccharine that, if he were patient 
to wait for her sugar to develop alcohol, he 
might eventually drink her down intoxicat- 
ingly. In fact, social life Ouldaized—of the 
period when “stylish’”’ and “ gentleman ”’ 
were still in the swagger vocabulary—seems 
to have been, for heroines, largely a matter 
of getting asked by a fast man to waltz, 
stinging his nigh ear with tirades on his life 
of shame,. and then, after the dance, taking 
him to a bench in a moonlit garden and quot- 
ing ardent, yet pure poetry to him. 

I had forgotten that the first of the stage 
caricatures of the American girl in English 
society was introduced in ‘“‘ Moths,” and it 
was like meeting Wallack’s dead and gone 
soubrette, Effie Germon, to hear this crea- 
ture ‘‘ guessing ’’ and “ reckoning” among 
those who “ fancied” and “ imagined” that 
she was a fair representative of New York 
culture. However, the shirtwaisted Harlem 
matinee audifence—while doting on the her- 
oine and her two equally stainless lovers, 
who constantly were in a state of “I have 
something to say to you” and “I am going 
away from here ’’~—were tickled into hysteric 
giggles by the living libel on even the Amert- 
can belles of forty years ago.

Dozens of plays are being rehearsed in 
New York theaters for August production, 
and some of them are so nearly ready that 
complete performantes, with scenery, cos- 
tumes, and lights, are given with audiences 
restricted to groups of interested persons. 
The actors make predictions optimistic or 
pessimistic, according as their réles are at- 
tractive or repellant, and without regard to 
the play as an entirety. The few witnesses 
usually are affected by a favoring prejudice. 
There can be no certainty in predictions. 
The public’s verdict must be awaited. 

“It can’t help being a great big go,’ sald 
an actress of a forthcoming rural drama. 
“Talk about realism! Herne’s steaming 
roast turkey and Belasco’s wet rain are not in 
it with ‘the pretty maid milking her cow’ in 
this piece. I am the milkmaid, and there you 
are for the real prettiness—though I 
hate to say it of myself—but look at my pho- 
tographs. And the cow isa reality, too—an 
Alderney beauty. They rehearsed two ac- 
tresses before me, with changes of cow, but 
the cows wouldn't give down a drop of milk, 
though the actresses tried ever so hard, and 
the stage manager brought in a farm hand to 
teach them how. There had to be real milk, 
you see, not only for the sake of the realism, 
but to make the first encounter of the rustic 
heroine and the town villian effective. 

“ "Where are you going, my pretty mald?’ ” 
says he. 

“*] am going a-milking, sir,’ say I. 

“ That’s at the barnyard gate. He enters 
with me. I really milk the real cow during 
the dialogue. He takes a real drink of the 
real milk, gives me a real kiss, I give hime 
real slap, and the play gets going.”’

If the sight of means to do ill deeds makes 
ill deeds done, the innate good in the human 
heart is such that the converse often still ts 
more true. Thus it proved in the life of 
Roule-ta-Bosse, whose early days were spent 
in a circus in which both his father ané 
mother were engaged. The mother of Roule- 
ta-Bosse was a beautiful woman, and as good 
as she was pretty, which Gaspard Marquis de 
Mauleon discovered to his cost when he at- 
tempted tw make love to her. Because she 
repulsed his dishonorable advances he de- 
termined to ruin her happiness. One day, 
after Roule-ta-Bosse’s father had tested 
the rope of the trapeze on which he per- 
formed close to the ceiling, Gaspard obtained 
access to the building and half cut the rope 
through.

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In at least one particular the English 
speaking stage has advanced beyond the 
stage of the continent and that is in the em- 
ployment of the audience and the auditorium 
of the theater in getting the effects that upon 
the foreign stage are secured only upon the 
stage itself. 

On the American stage there have been 


itself part of the pageant, and some of these 
experiments have worked remarkably well. 
Such efforts violate one of the strictest 
canons of the French stage. At the Comédie 
Francaise, the theater after which the rest 
of the French’ playhouses model themselves, 
the stage is regarded as a room, one wall 
of which—that toward the audience—has been 
removed. The idea Is that the players shall 
do nothing while on the stage that men'‘and 
women similarly placed in real life would 
not do. 

American managers have gone beyond this, 
arguing that the whole playhouse is a place 
either of instruction or amusement, and the 
action that takes place within it is legitimate 
even if the audience itself has to be em- 
ployed to foster the illusion. 

A striking example of the employment of 
the auditorium as well as the stage of the 
theater was ‘that afforded by William A. 
Brady. He is the husband of Grace George, 
the actress, and a few years ago he had for 
her use “ Pretty Peggy,” a drama dealing 
with certain episodes in the life of Peg Wof- 
fington, a famous actress of bygone days. 
A master of the stage mob is Mr. Brady, 
and he knew that he could introduce upon 
the stage itself a mob that would be ef- 
fective. It was he who put the mob in the 
board of trade scene in “ The Pit,” and any- 
body who saw and heard that mob realizes 
that its creator knows mob business and 
knows it well. 


Many bold efforts to make the audience . 


He chose, however, in ‘“* Pretty Peggy ” 
to have part of his mob in the auditorium of 
the theater. During ascene that represented 
the stage of a theater the aisles in the real 
theater were filled with men garbed in the 
costume of the olden time aud all shouting 
loudly and gesticulating with much fervor. 

The real audience was of course greatly 
astonished. When they saw the pseudo speo- 
tators rush down the aisles to the footlights 
and there play a scene with the actors upon 
the stage they broke into unrestrained ap- 
plause. Mr. Brady ascribed much of the suc- 
cess of the piece to his. happy thought of using 
the auditorium of the theater as well as the 
stage. ’ 

Other dramatists and playwrights have met 
success by the same road. One of the plays 
originally on, thee German stage was called 
“‘Kean.” It represented an event in the 
life of the great actor Edmund Kean and its 
presentation made it necessary to seat some 


-of the actors in one of the real boxes of the 


theater. The stage box was occupied by 
actors dressed in the time of the piece and 
throughout one long scene they played with 
those on the stage. That drama was put on 
the English and the American stage in al- 
tered form and sometimes was called “‘ David 
Garrick."” Charles Coghlan acted for sev- 
eral years in a version of it called ‘‘ The Roya! 
Box.” In this one of the real boxes in the 
theater was utilized.

In addition to the Savage produc- 
tion it will be among the offerings at the 
Metropolitan, ‘where the rehearsals are to 
be under the direction of Puccini himself. | 

As Mr. Savage's company will sing 
“Madam Butterfly” eight times each week 
and the strain of so many performances 
would be injurious to the voices of the prin- 
cipals, three coraplete casts of Ehglish sing- 
ing artists have been secured. Cho-Cho-San, 
the leading role, will be sung by Elsa Sza- 
mosy, Adelaide Norwood, and Eloise Jans- 
sen. Miss Szamosy created the part in Buda- 
pest and scored a marked success.

Meanwhile Lazarus has gone to Arles, and 
fights in the cause of the new go@% Mary 
Magdalen, under the impulse of a still un- 
defined feeling, retraces her steps and re- 
turns to the spot where Apollo first came to 
her. A thousand confused thoughts fill her 
mind, but she is so tired, poor Mary Mag- 
dalen, that she lies down on the grass and 
soon falls in a deep sleep. 

Clio, Thalia, and Melpomene take pity on 
her, an@-in order to protect her from the 
chill of the night they cover her with their 
veils. When Mary Magdalen awakens she 
thanks Clio for such courtesy. Clio is keen, 
and soon finds out that Apollo has made a 
decided impression on Mary Magdalen’s heart 
and mind.

Lazarus, after a victory in Arles, where he 
has destroyed the ancient gods, arrives, ac- 
companied by a horde of fishermen and 
shepherds. He wishes them to complete 
their victory by destroying the nine muses, 
but Mary Magdalen beseeches him to spare 
them since they have committed no crime be- 
yond worshiping music, dances, poetry, and— 
even love. 

“We are Christians, not murderers!” she 
exclaimed. 

Soon after, when the Christians in their 
fury proceed to crucify Apollo, Mary Mag- 
dalen beseeches them to let him live, and’ 
thus saves him. 

She is profoundly moved by the presence of 
Apollo just as she was move@ by the presence 
of Christ. His face is so beautiful, his hands 
so soft, his caresses so thrilling. 

~~ 

Paul Souchon does not make Mary Mag- 
dalen confess it outright, but we are led to 
believe that all gods appeal to her when they 
are young and good looking. She begs Apollo 
to remain on the Riviera, and holds out as an 
inducement that she will take him to Nice and 
Monte Carlo. , 

Apollo, however, is inflexible. He with- 
draws to his own sphere. But before leaving 
he commands the muses to disappear, to 
“ mingle with immense and fruitful nature.”’ 
He foresees an@ longs for the day when he 
will come back to his own, the day when the 
new God of sorrow and coldness will no long- 
er rule the souls of men.

“ The New God ” is not a real tragedy, it is 
a dramatical poem with good lines, certain 
movement, and perhaps also some strength. 
Several scenes were legitimately successful, 
and the interpretation of the character of 
Apollo, given by Darmont, was essentially 
satisfactory. The stage setting, with the 
slope of the hill covered by flowery bushes all 
lit up by the rays of the setting sun, was 
pleasing. ‘ 

It hardly is probable that an American pub- 
lic would be reconcile@to the incongruities of 
Paul Souchon’s conception, nor that Amer- 
icans would sympathize with his antagonism 
to the Christian faith. The teaching of the 
Puritans, which forbade earthly joy, con- 
sidering it a foe to salvation, !s a thing of the 
past. Modern Christianity does not stand for 
repression, and does not oppose the pursuit of 
pleasure within legitimate bounds. Still the 
play is an interesting experiment, and, es- 
pecially for its open air setting, decidedly 
worthy of notice.

~The Dramatic Mirror. as eed 


: rae » 
Writes Plays. 
Victotien. Sardou, the French. dramatist, 
in an article printed in a recent issue of the 
Theater Maegxrzine, tells as follows how he 
‘rites his plays and lets the public into the 
secrets of his literary workshops: 

“The general idea once found, or the 
principal situation conceived—for on the 
stage the whole idea must always be incar- 
nate in a single big situation around which 
everything. else revolves—I begin to collect 
material. This materia! is in the form of lit- 
tle slips of paper, which, ad@ed to, @ay after 
day, week after week, and month after 
month, becomes the dossier or docket. Each 
little slip of paper is covered with hiero- 
giyphics to which Ihold the key. Sometimes 
they take an entire year to accumulate, but 
always there comes the day when they take 
on the form of life, so to speak, when the 
material is sufficient, and the play, there- 
fore, is begun. 

‘* But even then it is only the play in em- 
bryo. The idea is there, the development 
also; but there is yet to be determined the 
time, the epoch, what personages best fit the 
idea, and what costumes. These are not 
in the dossier; the heroes are yet nameless. 
A, B, C, perhaps, represent a woman, the 
husband, and the lover; and from these three 
have evolved the capital situation, the situa- 
tion which" is the heart, the core of the in- 
trigue. My first thought of a play always 
comes in this way. Afterward I search the 
causes which produce such a situation,’and 
deduce the inevitable results. It is only after 
thie third process that I find the names and 
the costumes for my characters, the country, 
and the time most likely to produce such a 
situation. 

“I find that my first idea is never altered 
by the development, for human truth is in- 
dependent of names, costumes, and epochs; 
or, notwithstanding epochs, costumes, and 
names, the truthremains. Take Shakspeare, 
for instance, there is rot one of his plays 
except those in which fairies are the dra- 
matis personae, which could not be played 
in ordinary dress and in modern times—for 
example, a young man returns home from 
abroad; he finds his mother married to an-. 
other man; this second husband proves to 
be the murderer of his father. That is Ham- 
let. And is it the less tragic because mod- 
ern? 

“ The annals of the criminal courts furnish 
plenty of Othellos, and surely that terrible 
passion of jealousy is as interesting when 
its victim is a man of our time and civiliza- 
tion as when he is a Moor. Iago can easily 
be found in the midst of our every day life 
and he wears, doubtless, a black mustache. 
Nor is he less sinister or less repugnant than 
of old. Again, does King Lear inspire more 
sympathetic pity than Balgac’s ‘ Father 
Goriot?’ I could keep on multiplying ex- 
amples if more were needed. In all my plays 
woman has almost always the finest role, and 
she usually possesees the qualities I admire 
most in women—common sense, tenderness, 
and devotion. I say nothing about my young 
girls, but they form a collection of which I 
am proud. With the exception of ofie or two 
Americans and the Benoltons, one would 
marry them all, and that is not the least 
compliment one could pay them. 

** Ido not know how my colleagues conceive 
their dramatic ideas, but with me the process 
never varies. My ideas for plays appear in 
the form of philsophical problems, of which 
I seek the solution. For example, in ‘ Pa- 
trie,’ the problem was: What is the greatest 
sacrifice a man will make for love of his 
country? In my other play, ‘La Haine,’ the 
problem was: Under what circumstances will 
a woman’s natural goodness of heart show 
itself in a striking way? After great diffi- 
culty I found this solution: When, victim of 
an outrage worse than death, she will feel 
for the man who wronged her, such a feeling 
of pity that she is impelled to flee to his 
help.”
